Burick 1s two good Mugsketeſhot di- 
xr | ſtant from it, but not ſo far, but that they 
nj might give one another mutual aſſiſtance, 
7 For this reaſon it was thought neceſſary to 
di make this Redout, as well to hinder their 
ef communication, as to cut off the Paſſage 
- | between Barick and the River, from whence 
ef the Enemy might have miſchiev'd us in the 
Trenches, which we were about to begin on 
the other ſide, ſo to make our approaches to 
Wezel. At the ſame time we were employ'd 
in raiſing a Battery on the bank of the Ri. 
ver, to hinder the Dutch Veſſels going to 
and fro upon the River, and aſſiſting the Be- 
fieg'd. At our firſt coming thither we took 
two of them, which we mann'd with Dra- 
goons, and plac'd in the middle of the River, 
The Duke of L axembourg, who command- 
ed the French Troops belonging to the 
Biſhops of Colex and Aanſter, belieg'd 
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The ſecond, the King commanded an Af. 
ſault tobe given to Orſoy, whereupon we 
preſently made our ſelves Maſters of the 
Counterſcarpe,and gain'd all the out-works, 
which made the Governor defire to come to 
compolition; but no other Articles being of- 
fer'd, bur, That the Garriſon ſhould ſurren- 
cer themſelves upon diſcretion, He would 
not hear of that: ſo the King ſent him hack, 
threatning, That if they diſcharg'd but one 
Canon wore, He would have no mercy on 
them. But this hinder'd not their firing 
mnch more freely then they had don before, 
which greatly incens'd the King.

In the mean time the Dragoons of the 
Colonel Regiment were commanded to at. 
raque Demecum; but that place held out ſo 
little a while, that they had time enough to 
come back, and ſhare the Glory of that paſ- 
fage, that was made two days after, 

The 10 his Majeſty came to Rees, we 
ſtayed with M. de Tarenre's Army , where 
we received the news of the taking of G7o/ 
by the Biſhop of Munſters Forces. That 
Town, if not the ſtrongeſt and moit conſide- 
rable that the Hollanders were maſers of, 
was yct of great conſequence to them, as 
lying on the Fronticrs of Germany, and 
being excellently well ſeated; on which ac- 
count twas fortifhed by Chartes the Fifth.

{ private perſon , the honour of a day, that 


was almoſt to decide the fortune of all

To this intent he left his Army in their 
Quarters; and having taken with him his 
houſe Guard,and 2000 looſe horle,he incara- 
ped on the fide of. the River, on the right 
hand of To/bzys, a ſmall Fort about a league 
below £k hinkrconce in the Ile of Betaw.

Canon. In the mean time the Army of M. 
ae T nrenne approached to paſs over thc 
Rhine, over againſt Rces , 01 a float of wood: 
who 
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who after he had convayed over his Majeftv, 
with his Army and the baggage to zexe!, 
came down to do the like with his own 
Army : but the water being low,and no great 
wind ſtirring, they encamped at Nerdmorm- 
ter,and began not to paſs till the evening:and 
ſo the foot continued to paſs all night, and 
afterwards the horſe, 

The 12 in the morning, his Majeſty hav. 
jas expreſſed he ſhould be glad to have the 
paſſage of To{huys ſounded, to try if it were 
not too deep before they ventured on it, M, 
the Count de G niche went immediately, and 
ſounded it himſelf. Thereupon command was 
given to horſe ; and his Majeſty, vext to 
{ce the enemy pretend a delire ts engage, 
and not; being able to endure thoſe out- 
ward fjgns , that were ſo contrary to 
their inclinations , without ttaying to draw 
up , and not conſidering whether his 
Guards, Gendarmes, and light horſe were 
preſent or no, who were to make the firſt 
onſet, having found the Cxiraſiers near at 
hand, he commanded them to fling them= 
ſelves into the water and croſs the river; 
which they did fo briskly, thatthe poor M. 
the Marquis de /a Salle, whom they hap- 
pened.to meet in their way, received from 
them five or ſix dangerous wounds, as if 
he had bcen a Hollander ( for indeed they 
took

| took him for one ) though he was clothed 
; after the French mode, and nad a white 
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icarf on. Monſieur the Count de Gxzche was 
at the head of them, and di ail rl:at a good 
Captain and a brave Soldier could have done 
on the like occaſion, The Forces of his Ma- 
jeſtics houſe were commanded to paſs next, 
and to ſwim the. river ; which they wamc- 
diately did with ſo much courage-and reſ0- 
lution, as ſtruck a terrour into the Enemy. 
They were followed by a great number of 
Volunteers z3 and immediately our Canon 
began to play, as alſo did that of the Ene- 
my, Ia the mean time General #/urts, Come 
mander of the Troops that grarded the pal- 
ſage , beins a ſtout and weil experienced 
Captain, marched at the head. of the hrlt 
iquadron, and cauſed them to advance into 
the water up to their Horſes bellics, having 
given order to all the reſt to follow him in- 
to the river, ſome on the right, and ſome on 
the left hand. The firlt ſquadron advanced 
with reſolution, and made a brisk diſcharge, 
at which M. the Count de N9zent, Feild. 
Marſhal to that Army, a perſon of a brave 
and daring ſpirit, received a wound in his 
head, which made him fink into the water, 
where he was unfortunatly drown'd.But the 
following ſquadrons that had, orders to enter 


the river,not daring to run that hazard,ſtayed 
in 
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in the rear of the former, and by that means 
gave liberty to our men to paſs, both on 
the right and the left wing, and at the ſame 
time to come upon them on the flank. In 
the mcan time tne Dragoons, being uinpa=- 
tient alfo to croſs the river, though having 
tad no order they did not dare to do it, ad- 
vanced part of them into the water, that 
they might skirmiſh more commodiouſly, and 
never ccaſed giving fire, Atienzth the Dutch 
£00k the rout, and the Commander himſelf, 
that had enter'd fo briskly into the water, 
was forced to conſult hjs own ſafety by 


flight, For having comforted his men, and 


rold them that no Nation but ours, w as Ca 
pable of ſuch bold caterpriſes, and that no- 
thins would be able to reſiſt us, truited his 
life and his honour to his Horſes feet, and 
at length made his eſcave, after he had fled 
a leacnc or two, and ſuffered a continual loſs 
of his men in the purſuit, During this time,

E fieur the Cardinal de Boxille;: that day 
; þ conſecrated anew the great Church of Ree's, 
The 34 his Majeity reſted with his whole 
| Army, at the Camp of Fmerick, After dinner 
| he viſited M. the Prince ( who the day bc. 
| fore had cauſed himiclt with the ret that 
| were wounded, to be removed itito this 
Town ) and at his return took a view of 
the Duke of Monronths Forces. Mmmnifiear 
ae T wrenne ſeeing his aftaires fo well a0 anced 
| before Arnhem , ' refolved LO ay fiepe to1t, 
| and thereupon havins taken a vicw of it , 
and taken up his Cuartc:s, te far nrvned 
the Town, 
ln the mean while , that no tine might

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be loſt, M. the Court 4» Pleſjis employet 
ſome men about repairing the boats that the 
Enemies had began to break,as being neceſ. 
ſary for our pailaye ; but in that action he 
was killed with a Canon ſhot to the great 
regret of the whole Army. The Dragoons, 
which were much incommoded by a euard 
of the Enemy placed in a redoubt on theſ 

other {id2 of the river, were reſolved to ven- 
ture the paſſage, which, after orders were 
s1ven, they periormed with ſo much reſolu- 
tion and ſucceſs, as itruck a terrour into the 
Town ; whereupon the Burghers began to 
mutiny, and at length forced the Garriſon 
to leave of firing, 

The Fame of General 1-rts defeat. and 
of our entrance into Betaw, was not long a 
fpreading, and the noiſe of it no ſooner came 
to the cars of the Prince of Orange, who with 
his Army guarded the paſſage of Tſſel , but 
the Enemy, being daunted with the news, 
tho'ight of nothing but a retrear, which was 
done in ſo great haſt , as terrified all thc 
places throuch which they paſled, 

In the mCan time M. de Tirenre ordered 
150 horſe under the command of a Captain 
of the horſe of Come, to ſwim the river, and 
to fall on their rear Guard, that paſſed pretty 
near Arzh-y, The Enemy little expecting 
this attaque, as thinking themſelves ſecured 


by 
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Sby the River, were ſo ſurpriſed at this aſ. 
Fiault, that the Guard of the Baggage aban. 
doned it all to thoſe few herſe, who made 
themſelves maſters of it at their leaſure, and 
returned loaded with fo great a booty , that 
+« they had enriched themſelves by ic, though 
eqthey had not joyned to it the two other of, 
hef which they had alſo the ſpoile, which amount. 
ed to no leſs then fourty thouſand Francks. 
The ſame day M. the Cardinal de Bowillor 
conſecrated anew the great Church of F-

The 15. The Kings Army reſted , and

Upon the Summons that, M. de T arexne

our ſelves on their Contericarpe, by which 
we became Maitcrs of their covered wav, 


but not without ſome difficulty, and the loſs 


of ſeveral Men : for they defended them. 
ſclves irom the Fort very briskly, and gave 
continual fire {rom the Town ; beſides three 
Boats, each of them provided with 8, 10, 
or 12 pieces of Canon, came round, and 
fircd at us with full Charges at about thirty 


paces diitance., During ail that Night, there 


was fired ſo great a number of Canon- ſhot, 
that thoſe that heard it from Emer: c>&,w here 
His Majeſtics Army lay, could nor imagine 
where ſo continual a noiſe ſhould be made: 

but from another place where the noiſe 
could 1iot plainly be heard, one wonld have 
thought they had been Musket-thot, and on- 
ly an engagement of ſome Foot, 

The 16. His Vajelſty carly in the Morning 
parted with all His Army from Zwerick, and 
encamped at Zazem upon the River 7 ſell, 
or rather the Channel of Drxſ7pz. A branch 
of this River that runs from Arahem to Do- 
erbxrg, is a Channe! tnat communicates be- 
tween the Rhive and the 7ſſe!, which was 
made by D7z/z in the time of the Romans, 
whence *tis called the Channel of Draſz,or 
the Drzſian Ditch, In the mean time we 
advanced to Zeveracr, a ſmall Town, that 
hath no other Fortification but its Ramparts, 
{0 
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fo that we made our ſelves Maſters of it 
withoutany great dificulty. Preſently af. 
ter that, M. the Count ae /' Orge, and M. the 

m_ de Raves, had command to paſs the 
Tſſcl; the one with 4co0 Horſe, and the 0- 
ther with the Reniment Royal of Dragoons, 
to take the places that lic" before Doesbrerg, 
which immediatly they did, But the De- 
puties of Arnhem having came to the King, 
and brought the Reys of their Town w ith- 
out Conditions, His Majetty in the After- 
noon gave order to the M. de Ranes to 20 
with his Dragoons to take pofleſſion of the 
Town. M. the Marquis de  Loyvois went 
thither alſo; and the Inhabitants had granted 
them a freedom of their Religion, with all 
their Priviledges, but the Garriſon were 
made Priſoners of War, and diſarmed, to 
the number of 3000 Foot and 200 Horſe, 
v-hich were very ſufficient tohave defended 
the place, The Dragoons were hardly ma- 
ſters of the Gates, when 200 Bores that 
came to the Garriſon with Proviſion,defired 
entrance ; whom we ſuffered to come in, 
and aftcrwards made Priſoners with the 
reſt, 

Arahem 1s a great Town, ſeated on thc 
right fide of that Branch of the Rhine w nich 
keeps i its name,and waſhes the Walls of the 
Town, Its ſituation is partly high, partly 

FE [ov 
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low , being commanded on that fide that 
looks towards the Velwe by a Hill, which 
to repair the Injury it doth it, ſends down 
a torrent of Water, that defends it on 
the other ſide by a great flat bottomed 
Ditch, all lined with Free-ſtone, which is 
the faireſt and Jargeſt that one ſhall any 
where ſee, and which doth almoſt ſurround 
the Town, except on that: ſide where the 
Rhine waſhes the Walls, and doth ſufficient- 
ly defend it, For the reſt, the Hollauders 
have taken care enough, and bin very dili- 
gent in fortifying it ; and I may very well 
athrm, They have not very many Fortifica- 
tions ſo good as theſe. They are all lined 
with Brick, which is not ordinary ia their 
other Towns, The Ramparts alſo are very 
fair and large. To conclude, all things are 
very good, and it might be very well look'd 
upon as one of their beſt Towns, 
At nine in the Evening, M., the Count 4s 
G «iche brought thither thc Regiment of Na- 
var, and the Dragoons came back and en- 
-amped on the fide of the Tſſel. In the mean 
time M. de Turenne continued to ſtorm the 
Fort of Nimigen, which defended it ſelf al- 
molt all day with equal force; but kaving 
fired alſo on the Boats, they were run a 
ground ſo well,that the Enemy fearing leaſt 
in the night we ſhould make our deſcent in- 
to 
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to the Ditch, and ſo enter the Town, they 
\ rendred themſelves up, after having killed 
1000 or 1200 Men, of which the Sieur de 
la Plaſbriere, Lieutenant Colonel of the Re- 
giment L yonnozs, and the Sieur Alan the ſon, 
Lieutenanr of the Colonel of Champagne, were 
the principal. M. Magalotty Camp-Marſhal, 
loft a Finger of one Hand, and was: hurt in 
the other, 

The 17. in the Morning, the Marquis de 
Ranes repaſs'd the Tſſe/ with his Dragoons, 
upon 2 Bridge of Boats which he made over 
it, and went and joyn'd with the Kings Ar- 
my, whach by reaſon of a great maras was 
forced to turn back by the way of Zovenaer 3 
and then paſhag by Datecam went and be. 
ſieg'd Doesburg, M. the Prince removed to 
Arnhem, *hat he might not be far from the 
Kings, M. de Trwrene, who came himſelf 
to acquaint the King with the taking of 
K rotzembourg , return'd immediatly , and 
caus'd us to march towards Skenksſconce, 
which fince our paſſage over the River had 
Leen block'd up. The Marquis of $Sawveberf, 
who, as has been ſaid, was hurt before 2fae- 
ftrichr the 2 4. of Jay, and there taken Pri- 
ſoner, came back to the Camp cured of his 
Wounds, and without having paid any ratt- 
ſom, by the means of the generous C, Rhin- 
arave,who,together with the Spaniards in the 
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Garrifon (whoſe Commanders had taken his 
part) had a conteſt with the States and 
Dutch party upon that account ; for though 
the Dutch were willing enough to releaſe 
him, yet they were very eager for to have 
him pay his ranſom firſt; But at laſt, 
after a great diſpute on both ſides, the Spa. 
niards thrcatned to forſake the Town if they 
would not agree ; which made the States 
conſent to give him his liberty freely, toge- 
ther with a Paſs to return to the Army. 

The 18. The King ſummon'd Doesbarg, 
but the Governor refuſing to hearken to the 
Trumpeter, or reccive the Letter he brought, 
His Majeſty ordered preparations to be 
made to attaque it. Faggots and Gabions 
were commanded to be provided, which was 
done with all diligence. The Count «ze Lorge 
who lay on the other fide of the River with 
4000 Horſe, advanced toward the Town, 
to hinder any Succors from being put into it 
that way. M. de T wrenne cauſed Trench- 
es to be open'd againſt Shenkrconvce, In 
which was a Garriſon of 1900 Men. The 
fame day, about four of the clock, M. de 
'Rychefort , Captain of a Company of the 
Life Guards, and Lieutenant General in this 
Campagne, who had receiv'd Orders to be 
ready to march with 4000 Horle, ſet for- 
ward only with 1800, becauſe at ſo ſhort 
warn» 
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warning the Victuallers had not had time 
to bake Bread enough for ſo great a number, 
M. ae Genl:s was given him for his ,amP= 
Marſhal, The Marquis de R anes ſet forward 
likewiſe with the Regiment Royal of Dra. 
goons, We ſwam our Horſes over the Tſſel, 
and march*d on all the reit of that day, and 
the night following, without drawing bit. 
The 19. was ſpent in preparations "for 0- 
pening of Trenches before Doesburg , in 
making Fagpots, Gabions and Bridges for 
communication, M. de T rrenne on þ is fide lo 
vigorouſly aflaulted Sk-»kgconce, that the 
Garriſon beginning to te diſheartned, and 
difp pairing of any ſuccor, were thinking up- 
on capitulating ; - which M. de Turcane ſu- 
ſpecting, ſent the Colonel Regiment of Dra- 
©G00NS r0 pon, we the Fort of S. Anarerw', 
which made no long rehittance, though there 
wercinit 200Men; and it be, I think, the 
beſt Fortreſs the Enemy hath, It lieth in 
the narroweſt place of the Ifle of Boxzwzel, 
compaſt with five good Baſtions,and water 4 
almoſt quite round by the River 17 ah. il, ſo 
that it is impoſſible to drain its Ditches, and 
almoſt ſo, to make any Bridge over them 
without the conſent of the Befieged, NM. 4e 
Recheforr, with whom as I ſaid w 76 ſwam the 
7 ſſel, and march'd all n'pght, continued fil! 


his march all this day, ſo that we were al- 
E 3 moſt 
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moſt 23 hours continually on Horſe=back 
without drawing Bit, 

Attwo of the clock in the, Afternoon, as 
we came out of a very fine Village, which 
we found deſerted, our Van-guard diſcover- 
ed a Body of Foot; which aſloon as we went 
about to purſue, ſav'd themſelves in the 
neighboring Woods, which made us think 
they were only ſome Peaſants, or ſome that 
2d been laid in Ambuſh by Count JMan- 
rice, whoſe Army we were in purſuit of. At 
laſt we came to Amerfort, with deſign'to 
attaque and take it by aflault ; but the In- 
habicants, who had ever fince the Prince of 
Oragehis flight, kept ſome at the top of a 
Steeple to give them notice of our coming 
(that they might not fall into the Trap we 
bad laid for them) and being advertized of 
our coming,came out before us, and obtain'd 
the free uſe of their Religion and preſerva- 
tion of their Rights and Priviledges, open'd 
their Gates to the Marquis de Ranes, who 
centred the Town with the Regiment Royal 
of Dragoons which he had brought with 
him, and itaid there until the 27 of the ſame 
Month. The Sieur de Aaze/es, 2 Captain 
of Horſe, having at the ſame time been 
drawn out (with his Company, which con- 
ſiſted of 5o Aaiftres, and the Sicur de Bone 
zeval Captain of Dragoons, with 100 Aai-

fers of the ſame Body) to go forward and 
get intelligence of the Enemy, march'd ail 
night toward Naerden, a little, but very 
ſtrong Town, which hath ſix Baftions, and 
lies juit upon the Frontier of the Province of 
Holland, 3 little Leagues from Amſterdam ; 
in which was a Garriſon cf 200 Men, as 
well Horſe as Foot. At his arrival, he made 
all the noiſe he could with Drums & Truni- 
pets, beating and ſounding divers Marches, 
and aftcrwards ſummon'd the Town ; which 
being terrified and ſurprized , the Burgo- 
maſters of it came out to Treat, which they 
ſpun out ſo long, that the Garriſon had time 
to make theireſcape : And when they were 
all gone, they open'd their Gates and admit. 
ed him, As ſoon as he wasin the Town, he 
made enquiry to know if there was no Sol. 
dicrs in the place, and was told there was 
not; but conſidering that place to be of too 
much importance to be left without a Gar. 
riſon by the Hollander, he caus'd one of the 
Burgomaſters to be apprehended, and told 
him, They ſhould all loſe their Heads, for 
not diſcovering to the King truly whether 
there were any Soldiers in the Town, Trice 
threats made them confeſs, That truly there 
had been ſome there , but as ſoon as they 
heard the noiſe of the French Troops, they 


had fled towards Amſterdam; whereupon 
hc 
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he immediatly caus'd the Gates tobe open*d, 
and went out in purſuit of ttem ; and at the 
ſame time order'd his Lieutenant, with ſome 
Florſe, to follow the Enemies Horſ:z, who 
Vere not yet out of fight; and were ſome 
a Horſe.back, and others on Foot, their 
Horſes being laden with their Baggage, The 
ieutenant purſued them to the Gates of 
.<'mflcrdam, got the greateſt part of their 
Baggage, and in his way homewards ſum- 
mor'd Auyien, which not hnding in caſe to 
wake any refittance, he entered, and was 
maſter of it for 2 hours : bur at laſt finding 
himſeif to weak to keep that place, he re. 
turned to fetch more Nien ; but in the mean 
time things put on another face. At the 
ſame time the Sieur ds A{ſaze/es on his fide, 
had purſued the Foot,which took the way of 
the Fields and encloſures, and paſſing over 3 
Bridges , ſtill broke them as ſoon-as they 
were got over, ſo that he was forced to his 
Horſes ſtrength to follov/+ them. But the 
third time as he ſwam,his Horſe was mired, 
ſo that taking only his Piſtols, he left him 
there and follow d on , only accompanied 
with abort 20 more of his Company, who 
making up tothem upon the very mouths of 
theic Muskets, at laſt took almo!t ail rhe 
Seldiers, and two of their Captains Priſcn- 
Crs, 
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This day the Inhabitants and Burgoma- 
Ners of Urrecht, and the Towns depending 
on it, being frighted by the ſuddain Con- 
queſts and Enterprizes winch His Majeſty 
ſo fortunatly and vigorou!ly proſecuted,atrer 
3 or 4 days conſultation ſent a Tcampeter 
to ask for a Paſs, for them to come and 
bring the King the Revs of their Tora and 
its dependents , VIZ. Amner:fot 5 (wich We 
had unknown to them already taken) Em. 
ick, Rhenen and Mecntfirt, The fame day we 
were inform'd, that the States. General had 
left the Haga in a fright, and retired to Ame 
fterdam with all their Writings and Riches; 
Fhow they arrived there the ſeventeenth, and 
aſſembled themſelves to conſult on Saturday 
[the eighteenth, being very much frighted 
and full of- confternatioa, That they mi- 
ſtruſted the Prince of Oravge who had fo 
ſoon taken flight, and retired with his Army 
to the Country about Lezdevy. We heard 
likewiſe of the pittiful condition to which 
Count Mawrice and his Army were reduc'd, 
| (who ſome days before had fled beyond Ve 
rrecht, they having refus'd to admit him) and 
that he was now marchins for Amſterdam, 
whether he had been ſent for : That ſome 
of his Companies had no: above five or 
ſix Men left, the reſt having forſook him 
and ficd to divers parts: That whea they 
were 
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- cre near Amersfort , a Bore having in ſport 

'4 them , he had ſcea a grear party 

{ French thereabouts , inumediately upon 

2119 of it , they took - their heels and 

-: above 2 leagnes, without ſtopping, The 

ze of Luxewborrg came now, and laid 

e to Deventer. 

The 20 the Kings Army open'd their 
Trenches before Doerburg : they wrought 
hard all night pretty freely and undiſturb'd- 
iv, under the command of the Duke of 
Roannes, , at the head of four Batalions of 
the Frencn Guards, defended by Monſieur 
de Rommecourt, who commanded the horſe 
Guards; for the Enemy fired but very ſpa- 
ringly. Monſteur de Ryochefort left Amersfort 
in the morning, and with a party of horſe 
march'd towards Utrecht, and by the way 
heard that Naerden was taken, and that the 
Count Aaxrice was not far from it, M. ae 
Rancs came back to Amdysfort , and took 
with him 150 horſe, 50 of which were 
IPragoons, and we march'd all night that 
way. in the mean time the Marquis de {a 
T roſe, who had been out by the King with 
3 £quadrons to march towards Zutphen , 
frishted them of that place not a little, ſo 
that the Burgomaſters conſidering that the 
jonger they held out, the worſe conditions 
they ſhould have, and that on the other _ 

they 
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they could hope for no ſuccours, ſent to let 
him know that they delir*d they might ſend 
on Deputies tothe King to Capitulate for them, 
indſ and that their Governour would not be 
"heſſ againſt it : the Marquis de 14 Troxſſe pre- 
ud} ſently inform'd his Majeftty of what had 
paſs'd, whereupon Monſieur prepar'd to 
eirÞ march thither, and in the mean time the 
ht Marquis de Raves ſent ſome Dragoons to 
d-F the Caſtle of Em , who poſſeſt themſelves 
o'f of it. This Caſtle takes its name from the 
off little river Em, which runs from Amersfort, 
ur and diſcharges it ſelf into -the Zniderzee, 
ſeF after it hath run by this Caſtle which lyes 
2-F near the mouth of it. 
't The 21 the Garriſon of Doesbarg , which 
ſc the night before were as quict as if they 
YE had been a ſleep, began to beſtir them= 
cF ſelves in the morning, and at break of day 
e | began to fire very furiouſly: but this hinder'd 
k| us not from going on in our work happily 
e # enough, and with little loſs, ſo that the Bat. 
TF teries were made fit to play. 
4 Monſieur being come t5 Zutphen , fue 
1 mon'd it, but they abſolutely refus'd to yeild 
»Þ it up, which ſo mach the more incenicd 
his Royal Highneſs, becauſe the day before 
they had ſent to propoſe the yeilding it. 
The Marquis of Razes arriv'd at Naeraen 
2 about 2 of the clock in the morning, he rein- 
g forc'd 
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forc'd the Garriſon with 50 Drazoons, beef 
ſides thoſe 100 which were there already, 
with the Company of the Siewr de Aareller, 
upon notice that Count Mawie was there- 
about with his Troops, and that he had put 
2000 men into Muyder ( which he had that 
day done ſo ſuddenly, that the Lieutenant, 
who had been maſter of it 2 houres, and 
went to f:tch more men to put into it, when 
he came back , found the Enemy poſleſt of 
it ) and had now retrench*'d himſelf on the 
other ſide of the ſtream of weſep, Monheur 
de T arenne at laſt made himſelf Maſter of 
Skenkyconce, and then turn'd his Arms to- 
wards Nimegen. 

Skenksconce is 2: little hole ( as IT may 
ſay ) ſofamous that it were unneceſſary t9 
fay any thing of it, but it is alſo of more 
than ordinary concern to the Pofſeſſours, 
becauſe of its ſituation, which is juſt on the 
point of the Iſland Betaw, juſt where the 
Rhine divides it ſelf into two great arms, 
whereof one retains its own name and runs 
towards Arnhem, and the other takes the 
name of wahal, and leads to Nimegen. 
No Veſle] can go up or down either River 
without their leave, who are Matters of 
this Fort; fo that it is the Key which ei. 
ther opens or ſhuts 'up all communication 


betwcen Ho!/aud and Germany. This makes 
it 
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it of very great importance; for no Mer. 
chandize as Rheniſh Wine, Timber, and 
chiefly Firr=:rees, which continually come 
down that way from Switzerlaud, Suaveland, 
and other places of Germany, and bring a 
great income both to thoſe who ſend for 
them thence , and alſo to taoſe who ſell them 
again at ſecond hand to other Nations, who 
come thither to buy them; ſo that the trade 
both of theſe Commodities, and a hundred 
more, cannot go on without the leave of 
this Fort, And as its ſituation is moſt ad. 
vantagious , ſo is its ſtrength proportion« 
able, for on 2 ſides Nature hath ſo ſtrength. 
end it with the defence of this great 
River , that it is not to be ſect upon that 
way, and on the other, wiuch is that that 
faces the Iſle, Art hath fortified it with a 
creat ditch full of water , good Baſtions and 
half Moons, and a ſtrong Rampart , which 
make it in a manner impregnable. The In- 


labitants of the Country round about, who 


can ſtill remember former Wars, do aſlare: 
us it was always thought impregnable, and 
ia Hiſtory we never find it ever was taken 
above twice, the firſt rime in the year 1636, 
when a certain Captain of a Garriſon in 
Gaelderland for the King of Spaiz, call'd 
Enbolt , being very much incens'd againſt 
the Hollangers, for putting divers of his 

friends 
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friends and kindred to death, took it by 
ſurprizc, ſo that this can hardly be called a 
taking of it : the ſecond time was after a 
Siege which will be remembred many ages 
to come, ſince it laſted 8 months, and con. 
ſum*d ſo many men before it, that in many 
places it is yet known. by the name of the 
French burying place, for they had then taken 
part with -the Dutch, and did with their 
blood purchaſe there both Glory and Vi- 
Cory. It is likewiſe reported that when it 
was taken, there were left in it but 12 men, 


who did even then maintain the place. 
Deventer , at laſt being tired out by the 
Biſhop of 1ſnnſters Granaages , yeilded, and 
it's Garriſon march*d out with their arms 
towards Nimegen , with a Convoy , but fo 
weak a one, that when they came near Zxt- 
phen, the Hollanders in pight of the Convoy, 


caſt themſelves into it , and this recruit it 


was which made the Governour change his 
mind, and deny to yeild up the Town to 
Monſieur, as he himſelf had 'propos*d the 
day before. 

The Marquis ds Razes having viſited 
N aerden, and left good directions for the 
preſervation of that Place, departed thence 
about: 6 of the clock for Amersfort, and left 
the Burgomaſters of Aſ{xyden not a little 
confounded for having profer'd the Keys 
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of that Town, when it was no more in their 
power to let him into it , and even them 
ſclves were ſhut out of it. The ſame day 
Deputies from the States left Amfterdam to 
come and find the King at Dvesbarg, whoſe 
Garriſon attempted to make a cally , but” 
without any ſucceſs, for they were preſently 

repulſed, 

The 22 the Siewr M2rtizert Camp Maſter 
to the Kings Regiment, appointed Governor 
of Emerick, and Camp-Marſhal in this Cam- 
pagne,imagining that ſome perſons did dayly 
watch him out of a ſuſpition , that he had 
not ſo much courage as he pretended to, 
did all that day and night run himſelf upon 
all dangers, and ſo fortunately , that with= 
out recciviug any wound, he advanc'd with 
his party much further among the Enemies 
Poſts then could be expected ; ſo that by 
ill fortune the Count of Saſſons , who com= 
manded the Iſle of 7ſſe/, and was order*d to 
ſhoot croſs way upon a Poſt of the Enemies, 
not being aware that the ſaid Siewr Aar- 
tinet had already gain'd it, plaid upon it, ſo 
that Martinet was kill'd by a Canon ſhort; 
the ſame ill fortune took away the Srenur 
Sourry a Switzer Captain, and the Siexr C)- 
101, who .was appointed Governour of F. 
Mexehould. This gave occaſion to ſome who 
delight in railery,to ſay, that Doesbourg,which 
the 
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the Follanders had taken ſuch pains to for- 
tike, and had 4500 men in it ( who yeilded 
themſelves up to mercy ) had coit the King 
but ene Swallow one Mouſe, and one Worm, 
from the ſiqnification of the French zames , for 
indeed the Place yciitcd upon It, 

Doesbarg is a Town which hath not been 
long famous, and inceed was at firlt very 
mnconſiderable, but ſince tke Hollanders have 
found the poſicſiion of the 7ſſe/ to be ſo ne. 
ceflary to the preſervation of their Country, 
they thought fit to fortific all the Places that 
lye upon that River, 2nd chicfly this which 
ts fitiate juſt where the Channel of Drxſus 
mingles its waters with thoſe of this river, 
So that at preſent it is in a vcry £00d Con» 
dition, haviag good Fortifications, which for 
the moſt part are coated on the outſide, It is 
ſtrengthned on one fide by the River, and 
on 'the other by a prcat Marſh, which lies 
between it and Arabem , which altogether 
hinder it from being any way acceſſible, but 
by one neck of Land. 

This place yeilded notwithſtanding this 
day vpon the ſame termi as did the reſt, Af- 
terwards his Majeſty ſent Monſrenr a recruit 
of 4cco foot and 1500 horſe, becauſe he had 
'with him but 6000 foot and 205 horſe be- 
fore, Ris Majeſty ſent him likewiſe the parti- 
culars of the Capitulatior: at Derg an 
ore 
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fore Monſiewr cauſed Zxtphen to be again 
ſummoned, and ſent the Governour a fight 
of the Articles of the Capitulation at Does 
burg; but this taking no effect, his Royal 
Higtineſs caus*d many faggqts to be made, 
and in the- evening had the Trenches open'd 
by the Regiments of Normandy, T wreme, 
and Orleans, 

Monſieur de T urene continued battering 
Nimegen from the Fort of Knotzembonrg , 
without attaquing it on any other ſide ; but 
fent and-took in worm, | 

The Siexrs de Rochefort and de Ranes went 
to Naerden, and drew near to 1uy4ev , to 
take a view of the Enemy, who appear'd in 
sreat numbers upon a- Baſtion , but never 
offer*d to ſally out. From thence they return. 
ed to Amersfort , whither came alſo a party 
of Muſqueteers and 1800 horſe from the 
Kings Army. The body of Monſieur the 
Count- de Nogent , who had been kill'd 
by a musket ſhot , as he ſwam the- Rhine, 
was -found about 3 leagues lower, and bu. 
ried in' the great Church at Zevenaer with 
all poſſible State, 

News: was brought to the King of De- 
ventey's being taken-by the Confederare Ar. 
myes of Munſter and Cologne, and that Swol, 
Campen, Elburg ,, Alderwick,, Haſſelt,'Hat- 
tem 'and' Ommen had upon the fingle- fum- 

: F mons 
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mons of a Trumpet , drove out their Gar- 
riſons , and received thoſe ſent them by the 
Confederates. 

The 23 Monlieur de T arenne ſent news 
to the King, of the taking of the Forts of 
S. Andrew and Worms , which are the Keys 
to the Ifland of Bomwmelle, Before Zutphen 
the Canon was in a Condition to play by 
break of day , and did the Enemy confide» 
rable dammage. An hour before day , the 
beſiep'd tried to give a. falſe Alarm, but it 
ſucceeded not as they hop'd :for the Cheva- 
lier de Lowraine,, who had not ſtirred from 
that Trench , diſcovered their deſign, and 
kept-the Soldiers in due order, At 2 in the 
morning Monſieur de Rochefort , who had 
return'd to. Amersfort , left it again to go 
with all, his horſe, as well thoſe who came the 
laſt night, as thoſe which were in the Town 
before, and encamp'dat the Gates of Vrrecht, 
between. the Town and the Enemy, The 
Marquis. de Ranes ſtayed at Amersford with 
his Royal Regiment of Dragoons, and in the 
evening caus'd all things neceſſary for an 
Aſſault to be carried upon the works, that 
they might be ready in caſe of need. About 
nine in the morning the ſame day, the Siewr 
Hotai, a Colonel of the Imryſter Troops, 
who then commanded a flying Party, came 
before the Town , and ſummon'd it, but un- 
deritanding 
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derſtanding it was already poſleſt , he com. 
manded his Army to make a halt ,and gave 
order that 800 horſe and 5oo Dragoons, 
which he commanded, ſhould refreſh them- 
ſelves, Afterwards he deſir'd he might come 
in and ſalute the Governour ; which he did, 
and breakfafted with him , he, and 3 or 4- 
more of his Company, He confirm'd the 
news of Deventer, and of the deaths of M. 
de Gerzey, and M. de Beaufort, Camp Maſter 
to a Regiment of horſe, who .in a ſally which 
the Enemy made, beat them back into the 
Town, but having engag'd himſelf beyond 
poſſibility of retreating,receiv*d a great many 
wounds, of which he dyed on the place, as 
well. as the fear Mallet, a Captain of horfe 
in the ſame Regiment, and the fiexr Marnvos- 
ſmiere his Lieutenant, The fame perſon af- 
firm'd he had newly made hunfelf Maſter 
of Elhairg and Harderwick,, which are two- 
little Towns above Campen, near Zniderzee. 
After breakfaſt, as he took leave, he ſaid 
he was going to raiſe contribution of all 
the places that depended upon thoſe two- 
Towns, and that he had taxed the Peaſants 
at a Patagon ( which is equal: to a French 
Crown ) tor every Hearth , and then was re 

turning to Harderwick, 
A party of the Colone! Regiment of Dra« 
goons being ſent to #aringen , took it, and 
F 2 ſayeg 
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ſtayed there ſome days, as well to refreſh 


themſelves, as to ſtay till there ſhould come | 


thither a body of ſoot, 

Waningen is a pretty Town about the big. 
neſs of AMeaux in Brie, ſituated in an un« 
even Country. On the upper fide of it there 
lyes a heath of 4. or 5 leagues cxtent in the 
narroweſt place , on the other {ide there are 
very good Paſturcs, intermingled with ſome 
Arable land, which is very fruitful, This 
town lying in the midſt of many others, the 
States thought it unneceſſary to fortifie, but 
feft it in, its ancient condition, ſo that it hath 
hardly any Fortification beſides its rampart. 
» The fame day a Swiſs Drummer, who 
had been at Amſterdam to carry news of ſome 
Priſoners to their Relations , and to defire 
them to ſend them money to pay their ran. 
ſom, brought back word that he had been 
brought before Count Afarrice, and mighti- 
by queſtion'd by him : that his Army within 
their Retrenchments did not ſeem to contain 
above 4000 men, that they ſeem'd much dif. 
may'd., and that all the fierceneſs which he 
ſtrove to put on, could not hide his con« 
cern. when he heard in what condition the 
Kings Army was, and that the Count had 
taken order to let him ſee as little as might be 
of the diſorder and ſlenderneſs of his Army, 
Let us therefore give them a little m—_ t9 
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take heart again if they can, and leaving 
\ a while the continuation of our Foxrral, let 
us rejoyce with the whole Kingdome of 
France , at our Great Monarchs fortunate 
Progreſs , and the Birth of a Prince, 
which Gop hath now ſent Him, 
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LTHOUGH Men naturally love 
As and novelties carry till with 
them ſomewhat of delight, yet there 

are ſome things that immediatly diſpuſt ns, 
particularly thoſe that are forc'd upon us. 
As God at our Creation made us free, ſo is 
there nothing more repugnant to our na. 
tures, then to be forced or conftrain'd to any 
thing, or deprived of that lov'd liberty, to 
which we were born. This it was which 
made the Philoſophers ſay, that nothing w* 
is violent or forced could be of long con. 
tinuance, becauſe ſuch things directly op- 
poſe our nature , whoſe power cannot long 
be withſtood , it being nothing but the 
Will of God impreſs'd upon his _ 
C 
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We ought not then to think it ſtrange, that 
thoſe who have from their youth been 
brought up under one Kind of Government, 
ſhould find a great deal of difficulty in wean- 
ing/ thefiſelves from that, and accoſtoming 
themſelves to-live under-another, ſeeing it is 
natural [to us ſo to do, and the very irrational 
Creatures do as much by inſtinct : as we ſee 
every day in Horſes, who if they have been 
us'd to the \ Saddle carnot without much 
dificulty be | brought to draw ; and Dogs 
that have been us'd to hunt, will not without 
much trouble be bronght to couch when their 
game is in view, It is a common ſaying that 
a Monkey will never leave his Apith tricks, 
and that a Fox will ever love Geeſe to his 
laſt : and ſo it is with Men, for thoſe who 
have liv'd under a Monarchical State, arc 
very hardly brought to be contented with 
Democracy , and ali men think that kind of 
Government beſt, under which they them- 
ſelves have been brought up. So that, though 
the French yoake be much leſs greivous to 
the Subject then that which the States have 
faid on the People of Holland ( amongit 
whom the very Servants pay Taxcs out of 
their wages ) yet we had great reaſon to 
watch very carefully over thoſe whom we 
had now lately conquer*d, upon the account 
of what we mention'd before, leaſt Nature 

inould 
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ſhould prevail in them, as it uſvally doth 
in other Creatures, But good Fortune, which 
hath always attended the French Arms, and 
that peculiar bleſſing which Heaven hath 
beltow'd on our Kirg , of being equally 
both fear*d and belov'd where ever he goes, 
had taken care to make our ſuſpicions 
groundleſs, by inſpiring into the People of 
thoſe Countreys as ſtrong inclinations, and 
as much love towards his Majeſty , as was 
to be found in the hearts of his moſt Loyal 
French Subjects ;- and we did very remark= 
ably diſcover in many of them ſo greedy 
and earneſt a deſire of ſecing us, that in 
many places they were even atraid, lealt we 
would not come and take their Towns; and 
] have been told they defir'd nothing ſo 
much as to become his Majeſties Subjects, 
and fear'd nothing more then not to be ſo, 
The timely courſe that all the Province of 
Utrecht took, doth ſufficiently juſtifie what I 
have aid, and it is likewiſe certain that had 
not the States gone in good time to Amſter- 
dam,the Inhabitants of that great Town were 
thinking of delivering us up the Keys : But 
thoſe blood ſucking Leeches , whoſe power 
would by this means have come to no- 
thing, and who could no longer have fed up- 
on and enrich'd themſelveswith the ſpoyles 
of the poor Subject, hinder'd their debgn), 
inſpiring 
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Inſpiring into them a falſe and imaginary 
kind of courage, which they took fromde. 
ſpair, and by which they ler themſelves be 
miſled, never thinking of that happineſs and 
quiet which their neighbours did now en 
Joy under the French Government, and how 
much they were pleas'd with the change. 
Their rejoycing at it did viſibly appear, when 
they firſt heard the news of the birth of the 
Duke of Arjou, which every body with one 
voice did congratulate; and for Joy Bon« 
fires were made in all places, every body 
ſtriving who ſhould with moſt zeal ſhew his 
reſentment of ſo welcome news. But it will 
not perhaps be impertinent here to inform 
the Reader how that this kind of Ceremony 
is by them perform'd in a much different 
way from what we do on the like occaſions 
in France: for whereas we do generally af. 
ſemble our ſclves together to ſome Public 
place, where a great Fire is made on the 
Public charge , no man contributing any 
thing more toit then he needs muſt, though 
he defire never ſomuch to be thought a good 
Subject ; with them on the contrary , every 
Houſekeeper makes a fire befote his door, 
and the greater the fire it is the ſign of the 
oreater zeal; neither dothey make their fires 
by piling of wood up, but fixing a ſtake, at 
the top of which they faſten pitch barrels bo 
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ſuch like combuſtible matter, whieh being 
lighted , they make merry and fing about it 
in the ſame manner as we do, 

The 24 his Majeſty ſent a ſupply to Mon- 
feur , that he might haſten the reducing of 
Zutphen , where the ſame day we made our 
ſelves maſters of a Sluce which did us good 
ſervice in draining the ditch. The beſiedg'd 
made a ſally hoping to regain it, but they 
were beaten back into the Town without 
being able to do any thing. The Chevalier 
de Lorraine behav'd himſelf bravely on that 


occaſion , and us'd them ſo ſeverely that 
they have not ſince dar'd to ſhew themſelves. 
The Regiments of Piedmont and des V aiſſeanx 


were in their turns reliev'd by thoſe of Ca- 
ftelnan and de Ia Reine, who gain'd the Coun- 
terſcarp, which put the Enemy into no little 
fright, fo that they now began to reflect up- 
on the deſperate condition they were in. 

M. de T #rreme ſeeing that the playing of 
the Cannon from K notzemburg did not ſo 
work upon thoſe of Nimegen, as to make 
them think of a ſurrender, prepar'd himlelf 
to lay a formal Siege to it. 

As for Monſieur de  Rochefort , when the 
Inhabitants of Utreche , who had refus'd to 
admit a Dutch Garriſon , or give Count 
Maxrice paſſage, had put two of their Gates 
into his hands, he caus'd them to be "_ 
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by his Muſqueteers, and backd them with 
all the other forces he had with him, which 
were encamp'd over againſt S. Catharine's 
Gate, on the border of the channel that goes 
hence ts Leiden and ſo to Rotterdam, and 
then ſent to give notice of what had paſs'd 
to the King , on whom the Biſhop of Serats- 
bourg waited the ſame day, 

The 25 the Biſhop of MMnrſter made the 
King a vilit, and after having made his ap- 
pearance with the ordinary ſolemnity on ſuch 
occaſions, he had a private conference with 
him, which laſted a great while; and having 
din'd he return'd , having been preſented 
by his Majeſty with a Croſs of Diamonds of 
great value z afterwards his Majeſty gave 
audience to an Envoy extraordinary from 
the EleCtor of Tier:, The Duke of Roannez, 
was ordered to go to Urrecht with 3 Ba- 
tallions of the French Guards, as many of 
the Switzers , and two Companies of the 
life Guards,to relieve the Muſqueteers who | : 
kept that place , and the horſe who back't Þ 
them, 

The ſame day Monſieur de Tarenne, came 
and din*d with the King , and inform'd him 
of the obſtinacy of the Garriſon and Inha« 
bitants of Nimegen ; afterwards he return'd 
back to give ſuch further orders as ſhould 
be found neceſſary, A 
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At laſt Zatphen was reduced to that con 
dition, that the beſieg'd began to beat a 
Parley betimes in the morning, and deſir'd 
to capitulate, The Articles of Capitulation 
at all the places which have been won from 
the Hollander were in general the ſame, and 
therefore here as in other Places the Gat- 
riſon was made priſoners , :and the place 
ycilded up without any other conditions, 
The Chevalier ds Lorraine went to receive 
their Hoſtages, which were a Burgomaſter 
and two of the Officers of the Garrifon, 
whom he brought to his Royal Highneſs; 
who pranted the Inhabitants as well here as 
in other places liberty of Conſcience, and 
their Priviledges, and preſently gave notice 
of the buſineſs to his Majeſty : acquainting 
Him withall, that the number of his Pri. 
ſoners was increas'd by 3000 foot and 25a 
horſe, beſides the Governor, I cannot but 
take this opportunity of doing Juſtice to 
Monſiexr , in letting the World know that 
in this Siege he perform'd all that could be 
done by an expert General, and a valiant 
Soldier ; he was very circumfpect and watch- 
full, look*d after every thing himſelf, and 
was always where there was the hotteſt 
ſervice , going with an uadaunted courage 
to the moſt dangerous place in all the 


Trenches , where many were kill'd round 
about 
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about him, both with great and {mall ſhot, 
he remaining all the while fearleſs ; ſo that 
the Chevalier de Lorraine was at laft forc'd 
to beg of him by all means to retire from 
ſo evident danger , or at lcaft to give him 
leave not to be in the ſame place with him, 
teaſt if any harm ſhould befall the Prince, 
he ſhould be call'd to account for it. 

-- Z utphen is one of the cheif Towns of the 
Dutchy of Guelder/and, and the Capital of 
Zutphania, otherwiſe call'd -the County: of 
Zmtphen, to which it gives the name. It is 
ſituated on the right bank of the 7ſſel, as 
it runs towards the Zaiderzee, juſt by the 
mouth of the river Boykel, It is-one of the 
beſt and the ſtrongeſt places the Hollanders 
had, it hath 9 Baſtions almoſt all coated on 
the outſide, 4 half Moons, 2 horn works, 
and- without all this a very broad ditch, 
beſides the inner one, which is twice as 
broad and flat bottom'd ; it hath alſo trebble 
Ramparts, which make it ſtrong almoſt 
beyond belief, 

T ſſeltein , Oudewater, Buren, and Croanam- 
burg, open'd their Gates and receiv'd Gar- 
' riſons from Monſieur de Rychefort. 

The Count Aawrice ſeeing himſelf ſo 
ſtraitned , and cloſely purſu'd, imagining he 
ſhould ere long be ſet upon, and not think- 
ing himſelf ſtrong cnough to ſtand to it, s- 
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ſolv'd at length to retire ſtill further : and 
that he might be in ſome place wnere he 
might ſleep ſafely a while, he got on the 
other ſide of a great Channel, which runs 
on the other {ide of weſep, and quited Aer 
to our mercy , but becauſe from thence there 
was a near way to Amſterdam, they let out 
the waters all thereabouts. 

We heard of the wounds which the Heer 
de Wit, the empriſon*d Counſelor, receiv'd 
within 100 paces of his own houſe, as he 
was returning home at midnight from an 
Aſſembly of the States ; how he was ſet upon 
by 4 men, two of which were Citizens, 
and the other two Sons to a certain Coun. 
ſellour in the Court of Juſtice, who was 
likewiſe one of the States, called Yarder 
Graef, who had given him divers ſtabbs in 
the head, neck, ſhoulder , and fide, leaving 
him for dead ; but that the Chirurgeons 
notwithſtanding afirm'd his wounds not to 
be: mortal, and gave ſome hopes of his liſe, 
though the Aſſaſſinates, who were taken, had 
little hopes of theirs. However this accident 
did not a little fright all men , eſpecially 
the great ones, who now began to contrive 
how they might make an eſcape out of the 
Town, and were preparing to do it with all 
their Goods of value : but the multitude 
openly withſtood their deſign , not — 
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ſo much as the Maniſters of other Princes 
to depart, 

The 26. The King left the Camp at Doeſ- 
b:rg, and went to a place called Biloin, The 
Sieur Groot (commonly call'd Grotizs ) who 

came to niearate Peace between the King and 
States, return'd without doing any thing, 
Aonfienr ferit Father Zocols a _—_ , and 
his Confeffor, to Zmrphen in the Morning, 
thereto ſay Maſs ina Tent which was pitcht 
for that purpoſe in the middle of the Town, 
and about. of the clock, after Dinner, made 
his entry into ir, and view'd the Town with 
its Ramparts, and other Fortifications, 

We heard the Hoſjiander had quitted Gen- 
yep, and that Monſieur the Count. de Cha- 
willy was gone to poſleſs himſelf of it; and 
Grave ſcem'd not to intend any reſolute 
reliltance, 

ge 27. The King left Biloin, and ad- 

\'d rowards Wagemingen, after having 
hafe« -xders that the Regiment de Yenaoſme 
ſhould go «nd ſecure Arnhem. About 8 in 
the Morning , the ſecond Bataillon of the 
Danphins Regiment arrived at Amersford, 
together with.ſome Horſe, making up m all 
between 8 and 9co Men; ſome of which 
were to ſtay there, and ſometo march on to 
N aerden ; ſo that "their arrival cave liberty 


to the Marquis ae Ranes, and his Dragoons, 
which 
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which were at Amersford, to go and joyn 
with the Marquis de Rochefore at Utrecht, 
where the Duke de Roannez likewiſe at. 
riv'd with 4500 Men of the Regiment of 
Guards, and two Companies of the Life- 
Guards, but they entcr'd not into UVereche 
that day, 

In the mean time theStates at Amſterdam 
were not a little diſquieted ; they fat in 
Council every day, and could not any way 
be ſatisfied, till they had diſpatch'd the Sieur 
Grotins back to the King in all haſt, with 
new Orders, and a more ample and unlimit= 
cd Commiſſion. The Towns of Dort,Gord, 
and Roterdam, began openly to proclaim the * 
Prince of Orange Captain-General of the 
United Provinces, miſuſing and Impriſoning 
ſome Burgomaſters, who went abour to op- 
poſe them in it, which made others more 
wary how they venter'd to diſplcaſe an in- 
cens'd multitude.Soon after all the reſt follow- 
ed their example; Amſterdam only excepted: 
which however a while after yielded, not- 
withſtanding all the ſhifts and devices which 
the States, to whom the Peoples Acclama- 
tions on this occaſion ſeem'd a very unwel- 
come ſound, coantriv*d to divert it. 

Foerden alſo open'd its Gates,and receiv'd 
a Garriſon from M. Rochefortg. Woerden is 2 
little Town, ſituate on the Rhine, five little 

G Leagues 
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Leagues from Leidez : and therefore not far 


from the Camp where the Prince of Orange 
had retired, and in which he had intrench- 


ed himſelf, being not a little troubled ' 


to ſee us Maſters of that place ; and advan- 
cing ſonimbly towards him, that he would 
not be able eaſily either to make an eſcape 
thence,or to enterprize any thing againſt us, 
though he ſhould have defir'd it. The Ca. 
{tle belonging to this Town is very ſtrong, 
and the whole Town ſecure from any ſudden 
aſſault, 

The 28. the King rais'd his Camp at two 
in the Morning, and went to encamp. at A- 
merongen, Whither the Sieur Grotizes came the 
ſam uay. On the other ſide, Monſieur de 
T wenie nnding the obſtinate Reſolution of 
thoſe of Nimegen, in which were 4500 
Men in Garriion, order'd Faggots, Gabi- 
ons, and other like Preparations to be made, 
reſolving the next day to open his Trenches; 
and caus'd likewiſe his whole Army to paſs 
the 1/4hal, that they might ſet upon the 
Town on the other fide of the River, whilit 
the Fort plaid upon it from this. 

The Duke de Roannez, entcr'd Virecht 
with his 3 Batallions of Guards to defend 
that place, whoſe ſtrength conſiſts more in 
the number of its Inhabitants (though they 
be very feditious, inconttant and waver- 


ing) 
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ing) then the goodneſs of irs Fortificati- 
ons, which are made up only of a pretty 
broad, but ſhallow Ditch, and a Rampart 
which is very much out of repair. Butas 
tothe Buildings of the Town, they are very 
ſtately, neat, and coſtly, eſpecially in the 
heart of the Town. The little Rivolets 
which run throvgh many of their Streets, do 
not a little contribute to the beauty of the 
place. The out-parts & $kirts of the town are 
likewiſe very pleaſant,having many Canals; 
& the entry into the town is very fine, There 
are many pleaſant Houſes ſcatter'd ahous, 
and the Suburbs are large and convenient; 
about which lie many rich Meadows and 
Paſture Grounds (ftock'd with abundance 
of all ſorts of Cattel) as far as one can ſee 
every way. Becauſe the Burgomaſters , 
when they came to yield up their Toyn, 
had defir'd to have no Garriſon forc'd upon 
them, promiſing to defend the place them- 
ſelves for his Majeſty ; and being they ſtaid 
not till they were ſummon'd, bur of their 
own accord had yielded up the place, it was 
reſoly'd they ſhould be thereupon conſider'd 
and kindly uſed. And that they might have 
no reaſon to complain,M. de Roannex pitch'd 
his Tents upon the Rampart, where he till 
continu'd, as did likewiſe the reſt of the OF- 
ficers and Guards after his exarhiple, The 
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Muſqueteers, who had kept the place ever 
ſince the Surrender, retir'd and encamp'd 
without $7. Cathari:'s Gate, with the Mar- 
quis de Rechefort's Army, upon the Bank of 
the River that runs hence to Rotterdam. The 
two Companics of Life-Guards enter'd the 
Town, and diſperſed themſelves into divers 
quarters of ,it, where they lay upon the 
Guard ; and afterwards the Horſe-Guards 
belonging to the Kirgs Hoyſholi mounted 
the Guard by turns, relieving one another 
every Morning at ſix of the Clock. 

The news of Count AZawrce's retiring 
ſtill farther, was confirm'd to us, and that 
he had alſo broken down moſt of the Banks 
that kept out the Sea, having left only one 
which lay inwardmoſt ſtanding ; and that 
thercabouts he made Intrenchments, which 
he very carefully guarded, and fortitied with 
divers picces of Ordnance. 

Groot (or Grotins) in his paſſage, told M, 
de Ia Fucillade, That he had a Blank to pre. 
ſent to the Kingif he would treat, and fo 
unlimited a Power granted him, as the 
States had never before given to any Pleni- 
potentiary. 

The 29. the Kingleaving Amerorgen,went 
and encamped at Zezſt and Srotwegen , 
where Grotins had Audience, and made his 
Propoſals fyr a Peace, but without ſucceſs; 


for 
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for the King would not admit of them : ſo 
that being acquainted with the Kings Plea. 
ſure, he prepor'd for his departure the next 
day, More de Turenne open'd his 
Trenches before Nimegen, where the be. 
ſicg*d behaved themſelves like Men, that in. 
tended to defend themſelves reſolutly, but 
without making any ſally, The Marquis de 
Ranes drew out 70 Dragoons of the Regi. 
ment Royal, to ſtrengthen the Garriſons 
at Montfort and Tſſe/ſteing, and march'd with 
them himſelf to viſit thoſe places, and give 
ſuch Orders as he ſhould find neceſſary for 
the defence of them, The Count de [a Mark 
was left ſick at Vrrecht. 

The 30. Nothing extraordinary was done 
at the Kings Camp which lay at Zeiſ# and 
Stotewegen. M.de Twrenne proceeded on 1n his 
approaches before Nemegen, where the be- 
lieged ftill defended themſelves very vigo- 
rouſly. The Marquis de Rochefort went out 
betimes to view and take notice what Forces 
lay upon the River that goes from Uereche 
to Amſterdam, After Dinner Grotizs re- 
turn'd to Utrecht, and thence to Amſterdam, 
to acquaint the States with the Kings plea- 
ſure asit related toa Treaty of Peace, which 
was now diverſly talked of. 
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The firſt of 7»ly His Majeſty lay ſtill, and 


rcſted where he did before, and ſo continued 
until the 10", The Marquis de Lowvois,and 
of Poaance, came to Utrecht after dinner, 
Ihe King in Perſon review'd his whole Army 
very ſtrictly, anc then iſſued out ſevere Pro. 
hibitions to hindec any of his Army's wan- 
dering fromtheir own Colours, upon pain 
of certain death without mercy ; ſo that 
whoever ſhould ofiend, they ſhould all be 
hang'd,. and not hope thar any ſhould be put 
to the Lot for their Lives; with command 
likewiſe to all Officers, That they ſhould 
bring in every Night to the Commander of 
cach Body, the names of all ſuch as had 
been abſent from their Companies, 

It was now reported, That a pail of freſh 
Water was worth 12 Stivers at Amſterdam, 
which are equal io 15 French Sols. 

The ſecond of 7#ly, the Cardinal of Box- 
5//an came to Utrecht, where he was almolt 
crowded to pieces by Roman Catho- 
licks, who followed after him as an Angel 
ſent from Heaven, praying him with much 
carneſtneſs, to Bleſs and Conſecrate the 
Churches of the Town. The Archbiſhop 
of the place himſelf defir'd it of him with 
much importunity, in the name of all the 
People ; but he defir'd to be excuſed, till he 
ſhould have order to do it from the —_

The Marquis de R anes, and the Chevalier 
ade Bouflers, Camp-maſter to the Regiment 
Royal of Dragoons, going over from TC. 
trecht to His Majeſties Camp, which lay but 
two Leagues diſtant, were ordered to ſend 
two Companies of the ſaid Regiment to the 
Count de Lorge,who was about four i.cagues 
thence, drawing towards Arnhem with a fiv= 
ins Squadron, which -made M. de Borflers re- 
turn poſt -to Utrecht, from whence he ſent 
tyo Companies, that of- ae 1a Faye, an4 that 
of de 1a Ronillardiere. 

Honfienr, who 2 or 3 days before had 
joyn'd with the Kings Army,after the taking 
of Zmphen went to Vrrecht, where he din'd 
with tte Chevalier de Lorraine, who treated 
him very ſplendidly. 

The.night following there chanced to be 
a Fire in the Town, which burnt down two 
Houſes; and we were told, That one of the 
36 Burgomaſters of Amſterdam, who had 
been one of the ; that had been againit the 
giving up the Town to the King, when the 
Inhabitants would not reſolve to acknow. 
ledge the Prince of Orange, as the molt part 
of the reſt had done, we heard, I fay, thar 
this Burgomaſter had received a Vusket- 
ſhot from a Sentinel,: for not anſwering in 
time,.when he was asked, Who goes there ? 
and that he was in great danger of death by 
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it. And that the Sea finding no oppoſition, 
fince the Count Mawrice*s cutting down the 
Banks, did come into the Country with a 
dreadful impetuoſity, and had already over. 
whelmed a great part of the Country which 
lay between us and Amſterdam, 

The Count de Chamilly, whom M.de T #- 
rene had ordered to march towards Gennep 
and Grave,and make himſelf maſter of them, 
arrived before Gernep, thinking the Inhabi- 
tants, whom the Dutch Garriſon had for- 
faken, would without difficulty have yicld- 
cd it up, but found not what he expected : 
for a Colonel bclonging to the Brandmbare 
ger, being ordered to put ſome Forces into 
it, and keep it as belonging to the Elector 
his Maſter , having performed his Orders, re- 
fuſed to give it up to Monſieur de Cham:ly. 
The truth is, this little Town, which is not 
extraordinarily ſtrong, and lies upon the 
Merle between Ruremonde and Grave, had 
formerly belong'd to the Duke of Branden= 
boarg ;, but having been taken from him, and 
long pofſeſt by the Hollander, it was now 
no more reckoned to be his. Wherefore M, 
de Chamilly reſolving not to be put off, ſent 
him word , That unleſs he would be gon 
and leave the place to him, he would cer- 


tainly put all his Men to the Sward,and =_ 
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him without mercy. But the Colonel being 
not mov'd at this Threat, the Count deCha« 
milly made his Troops immediatly prepare 
to aſſault the place; but then the Colonel! 
ſcaring a diſma! Halter, which he foreſaw 
would be his fate if he ſtood out any longer, 
ſent us word, That rather then diſgrace his 
Family with being hang'd, he would con« 
ſent to any thing to avoid ſuch an ignomini- 
ous death ; wherefore, he deſired to be uſed 
as an Officer of the Duke of Brandenbourgs, 
who having not as yet declared himſelf , 
ought not to be reckon'd nor uſed as an Ene. 
my ; he therefore deſired, he might freely 
march off and return to the place from 
whence he came; and earneſtly entreated M, 
de Chamilly, that leaſt he ſhould be hang'd at 
his return for not maint«taing the place, he 
would give him an Certificate under his 
Hand, that he was ready to give an 
Aſſault to the place, and had threatned to 
hang him before he yielded it up; which 
having been granted him, he retir'd into the 
next Garriſon, as well ſatisfied as if he had 
gained ſome great Viftory, or done ſora 
memorable exploit. So that the Count Cha- 
milly preſently ordered his Men to enter the 
place z and then marched towards Grave, 
whoſe Garriſon was rctir'd, and which was 

now 
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now in the poſſeſhon of the Sieur Cleogore, 
who by order from M. de Tarenne, kept the 
place with 40 or 5o Maifres. 

The third, the Marquis de Lowwoys went, 
and yvitited the Town-houſe of Utrecht, and 
commanding the Maps of the Country to 
be brought bim , informed himſelf of the 
number, bignets, and other qualities: of the 
Channels which compaſs'd the Prince of O- 
range's Camp; that being before-hand in- 
ſtructed in theſe matters, he might be.ready 
to go and arraque himin caſe a Peace were 
not concluded, It muſt be confeſs'd, that 
the prudence and conduci of the Marquis 
de Lowvois are almoſt incredible ; he hath 
manag'd things in this Campagne, as he doth 
ali t1ings clſe, with marvelous vigilancy , 
care and ſucceſs, The Kings Troops, the 
care of which lay wholly upon him, were 
the beſt order'd that might be ; nothing was 
wanting in the Army : he had-taken ſuch care 
for all things neceſſary, that the King need- 
ed only with that things ſhould be done, 
and they were ſo. He found in that Man 
an inexhauitible Treaſure of all thoſe good 
Qualities which fit a Man for ordering bu- 
ſineſs dextrouſly ; he had eſtabliſh'd ſuch 
good Orders, and ſuch a way of living a- 
mong the, Soldiers, that they found. them- 
ſelves as well accommodated as if they had 
been 
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been in Per, and that without any way 
being grievous to the Countrys where they 
lay, There were every where continval 
Fairs and Markets, to which Merchants, Vi- 
Ctualers, and Country people reſorted, with 
as much ſecurity as to St. Lawence*s Fair, 11 
a word, he ſo well contriv's all things, t?.at 
we never wanted any thing. 

After Dinner the King came to the Camp, 
and having walked about it and view'd his 
Troops, without cauſing them to take Horſe; 
he alſo rounded the out-fide of the Town, 
and then went into it likewiſe, but incognito. 
Monſieur de Tarenne continu'd ſtill battering 
Nimegen, which did ſtill couragiouſly de- 
fend it ſelf, Notwithitanding, he diſpatch'd 
a Courier tothe King, to tell Him,he hop'd 
that very day to ſpring a Mine, or that at 
fartheſt it would be ſprung the next day,.The 
Sieur de Carman, Licutenant Colonel of the 
Champagie Regiment, was killed before this 
place, 

The Count de Lorge made his Men labor 
hard all day about making a Bridge over the 
Rhine, that by it he mightget into the Beraw, 
The News. of the Prince of Orange's being 
choſen Statholder, and Protector of their 
Country, by all the Towns of the United 
Provinces, except only Amſterdam, was Cole 
firm'd to us, and at the ſame time the Sieur 

Groot, 
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Greozt, who was this day to return and bring 
the King an anſwer about the ratification of 
the Peace, inſtead of coming himſelf, ſent 
todeſire, That kis time might be prolong'd 
two days more, which were accordingly 
cranted him.Itis to be noted, That His Maje« 
ity would treat with him not as coming 
from the States (whoſe Authority he would 
not acknowledge) but only as from the Peo- 
plc of Holland. 

The fourth, nothing extraordinary hap- 
ned in the Kings Army,which continued reſt- 
ing and refreſhing it ſelf after all the hard. 
ſhip it had undergon. M. de T »renre, after 
having had his deſign of mining MNi- 
megen twice fruſtrated by Countermines, at 
length, notwithſtanding all the Enemies care 
and pains to hinder it, almoſt tiniſt'd one; ſo 
that they finding they ſhould ere long have a 
breach made in their Walls, and be forced 
to endure an affault, and come to handy- 
blows with the French (which they feared 
above all things, as knowing how good our 
Nation is at that kinde of Service, and how 
dangerous it is to fall into their hands) re. 
ſolv'd at laſt to come to a Compoſition, The 
Count de Sarlx had a piece of his Breeches 
ſhot off, and one of his Servants kill'd with 
him by a great ſhot before this place, which 
gave occalion to the ſpreading of a _ 
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that he was dead, and made him as much 
lamented in the Kings Army, as if he really 
had been ſo. 

The fifth, at break of day, 2 Horſe-men 
from N aerden came to Monlieur de Reochfort, 
togive him notice of the Count Mamice's 
[aſt retreat, and how he had cut down the 
Banks and let in the Zazderzee, whoſe far. 
ther courſe was now itopp d by nothing but 
only one Dike,which was only broad enough 
for 3 Horſe to march abreaſt on, At the 
fame time M. de Rochfort diſpatch'd a Cou- 
rier to the Marquis ds Lewvors to give him 
notice of it, and M. 4d: Roannes drew out a 
party of the Life Guards, which were of the 
Guard at Utrecht, and ſome of the Kings 
Men at Arms, who were come thither,& ſent 
them under the Command of the M. 4 Ame 
bre, to view and take copgnizance of the Poſt 
which the Enemy now poſſeſt. They did ac=- 
cordingly, and ftood within Piſtol. hot of 
their Intrenchments two long hours, none 
of the Enemies in the mean time daring to 
come out towards them ; only they were free 
of their Musket-ſhot , which yer did 16 
harm, ſo that our Men came back juſt as they 
went : which is an infallible token of the 
Dutch cowardize, who dar'd not ſtir out 
when they might have cut the whole Party 
to picces : and though they had fear'd ſome 

| ambuſh, 
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ambuſh, yet might they have come round in 
their Barks, and ſet on them behind with- 
out any danper of being anv way ſurpriz'd, 
being ſureof a ſafe retreat when ever they 
defird it, Monheur de Taree at length be. 
came maſter of Nimegen, which yielded up- 
on the ſame terms as others had done, only 
the Governor and other chief Officers had h- 
berty to depart with all their Baggage. 

N #megen is a very great Town, and full of 
Inhabitants, fituate 0: the left fide of the 
wabal, which runs by its Walls, and ſepa- 
rates it from the Fort of Knotzembogrg, it lies 
high on one fide, and low on the other. On 
the higher part of the Town ſtands an old 
Caſtle, which is ſtill ſtrong enough, and 
commands both the Town and River, The 
tower part is plentifuily furniſh'd with Tow- 
crs, Baſtions, and Half-moons of an exceſ. 
live tigaeſs, and upon that account they 
ne<d n1vie Men to defend it then we do in 
o:1r Yowns, who are more concern'd to have 
them wel: lined and flanck'd. Thoſe who 
have Travelſd in Holland, may have ob- 
ſerv'd the prodigious dimenſions of all parts 
of their Fortifications, ſo that each Work 
requires as many Men almoſt to defend it,as 
a whole Town of ours. 

In the mean time the Count de Chamilly, 
who. was march'd towards Grave, found 
ſtrange 
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ſtrange alterations there, as well as he had 
at Gemnep, Some of the States, either thoſe 
that were at Maeſtricht, or others, hearin 

that their Garriſon had ſo cauſeleſly pears, 
the Town, which is very ſtrong, and whoſe 
Works are in very good repair; and know. 
ing withal that there were not in it above 
40 or 5o of our Men, ſent a command to 
the Governor that had quitted it, to return 
thither and defend it upon pain of death ; 
and ordered the Governor of the Byfſe to 
vive him all poſſible afſiitance in caſe of 
need. Wherefore, upon this Order he was 
forc'd to turn back again, and the Governor 
of the Buſs took with nim 33 Companies 
of Foot, and 100 Horſe, to go and perform 
what was commanded him. There being 
as yet no Garriſon put into the place, and 
the Townſmen refuling to keep the Gates, 
it was calie for him who came before in haſt 
with 100 Maiſtresto enter the Town,whul'tt 
the Foot followed ſoftly after; though as it 
prov'd, they made too much haſt to their 
own misfortune. He therefore viſits the 
place, and reckons upon thoſe Men of ours 
which he found there, as ſo many Priſoners, 
But whilit this was doing, the Van of the 
Count de Chamilly's Army was diſcover'd, 
and he withal gave notice of his coming, 
which was but ill news for the new Con- 
queror, 
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queror, Who by this means was not like to 
wear his Laurel long, Hereupon the Townſ- 
men began to change their note,and declard 
they would not ſuffer themſelves to be plune 
dered by us, and therefore bid the Gover. 
nor ſhift for himſelf, which he could no 0- 
therwiſe do, then by ſending to defire a Paſs 
from M. Chamily, that he might come and 
capitulate with him, which he did, and was 
ſuffer'd to return again to the Byſſe with his 
100 Horſe; he mentioned not the Foot in 
the capitulation, which he thought was fo 
far behind, that he might eaſily give them 
notice toretire homewards and none of us 
the wiſer. But to their misfortune he was out 
in his calculation, for M. de Foyexſe met with 
them, who though he had then with him but 
a ſmall party of the Brigade of Horſe which 
he commands (the reſt being gone before 
under command of the Marquis de T ary, to 
recover the Town) he fell upon them ſo fu» 
riouſly, that they had only time to make one 
diſcharge at us. In this Encounter moſt of 
the Enemy were kill'd, and the reſt taken, 
ſo that there hardly eſcap'd one to carry 
home the bad news : we got at this bout 33 | 
"Golours, 

The night that follow'd, and the fixth day, 
there hapned a Fire in the Kings Quarters, 
which began in the Duke of AMonmonth's 

Houſe, | 
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Houſe, and burnt down together with ſome 
others ; the damage the Duke had by it was 
computed to amount to 100000 Crowns. 
The fire reached the Kings Stable, and de. 
ſtroyed many Horſes and their harneſs, and 
at laſt grew ſo dreadful, that the King was 
forced to riſe, leaſt the hre ſhould alſocome 
to his Appartment ; many of his Pages 
having had their cloths burnt. 

We heard of the ull ſucceſs of Monſieur 
de Nancrua's attempt upon Ardemburg, 
which had fail d by kis guides and ſpies 
faults, theſe having miſinform*d , and the 
other miſled him. The Particulars of that 
buſineſs were as follows; Word was brought 
to him that the Garriſon was both very ſmall 
and alſo negligent, which made him reſolve 
to try if he could ſurprize it; and to that 
purpoſe he order'd his march ſo as to ar- 
rive before the Place at midnight , with 
a deſign to attaque it in four ſeveral places 
at once , but it ſo happen'd, his Guides 
either not being ſufficiently acquainted 
with the Countty , or miſtaking their 
way in the dark , that his whole party 


| met at the ſame place, and ſo were for. 


c'd to make their attaque all on one ſide 
of the Town ; which being perform'd very 
couragiouſly , they beat out the Enemy 
and gained a half ma * way Poſt defign- 

ing 
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ing orcater things they cared not to ſecure 
from the Enemy's ſhot ; but day at laſt be. 
gining to break, the Enemy who had re. 
ceiv'd ſupplies from Slice , nov/ made more 
vigorous reſiſtance ; and having diſcover'd 
our men, who lay leuel and open to their 
ſhot, kill'd many of them, ſo that they were 
forc'd to retire with loſs of 1000 or 1200 
men. 

The Marquis ae Raves went to Iſſe/ſtaing 
and Aorfort, leading thither ſome Dragoons 
to reinforce thoſe Garriſons. The ſame day 
about evening, the King came to viſit V- 
rrecht ; and he was ſcarce gone thence when 
the Duke of Bucksnoham and the Earl of 
Arlingt:n , Embaſladors from the King of 
England arriv'd , hoping to have found jhis 
Majeſty there, to whom they were ſent by 
the King their Maſter, 

The 7 the Duke of Buckingham and the 
Earl of Arlington went from Utrecht to the 
Camp at Zeift , where the King preſently 
g1ve them Audience, after which a Courier 
was diſpatch'd to the King of England, who 
was mightily follicited by the Dutch Mi- 
niſters to a Peace. 

The Enemy came and attaqu'd Oxawater, 
and beat back our horſe Guard, after hav- 
ing killed 5 or 6 of thera with the like loſs 
- on their ſide, but the Alarm being freight 
SiVen 
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given to Monſieur de Rochefort, he preſent- 
ly went to their «{f:ttance, as did alſo the 
Marquis de Ranes with his Regiment Royal 
of Dragoons, but they at their arrival found 
the Enemy retir'd , ſo that all theſe ſup- 
plies kept a guard all that night upon the 
Place. The Mufqueteers, who ever ſince the 
ſurrender of Utrecht had been either within 
the Town to ſecure it, or encamp'd juſt be. 
fore it with Monſheur de Rocheſorts Army, 
return'd now to the Kings Camp at Zeſt, 
a part of whoſe Guard they were. The three 
Bataillons of the Regiment of Guards, w® 
the Duke de Roannez, had with him in the 
ſame place, did the like , and in their ſtead 
were ſent thither , one Bataillon of the 
Kings, and another of the Q1eens Regiment, 
the Regiment cf Caftelrnay, the Royal Re- 
giment de 1a Marine, and that of Swtzers, 
whoſe Colonel is the Sieur $rowppe, who alſo 
commanded the Place, as belonging of right 
to him whilſt that the King had yet appoint- 
ed no Governour of it. The reſt of the Re- 
zimEnt of Txrenne was ſent to Naerden, to 
relieve thoſe of the Dawphin's which lay there, 
and many foot were ſent to reinforce M. 
| de Rochefort's Army , which his Majeſty in« 
tended to leave about Utrecht , as well to 
keep all that part of the Country quiet, as 
to hinder the Hollanders Armys, which lay 
H 2 not 
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not far off, from attemting any thing up- 
on the new conquered places that lay that 
way. 

The eight in the morning, Monſieur de 
Rochefort order*d ſome powder and ſhot to 
be ſent to Owudewater, with a Convoy of 
horſe, and then he returned with the Troops 
he had brought the day before. The Marquis 
de Ranes came back alſo with his: Regiment 
Royal of Dragoons : The King prepar'd to 
leave Zeiſt; and the Cardinal de Bow:/lon went 
and conſecrated the Church of Utrecht, 
which was perform'd with great pomp , to 
the great Joy of an infinite number of Ro. 
man Catholicks, who impatiently expected 
that day. 

The 9, the Duke of Luxembearg return- 
ed to the Kings Army, with the Marquis 
de la V aliere ', having left his Baggage and 
Equippage near Emerick, and the command 
of his Army to the Biſhop of nnſter, who 
came likewiſe to give the King a viſit, and 
then returned towards Fr;zeland, where ſince 
he hath done the Enemy much harm, The 
Marquis de Raves, who during all this Cam- 


pagne had commanded the Regiment Royal F 


of Dragoons, left that, and took the com- 


mand of the Regiment Coloze/, and went to 
the Kings Camp to follow his Majeſty. 


The next day , the Prince who had been 
con- 
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conveyed to Arnhem , and continued there 
ever ſince his Majeſty left that place, found 
himſelf worſe then he had been of his 
wounds, and was much tormented with a 
fit of the Gout, 

The King gave 8000 /vres, among thoſe 
who had loſt their horſes in the late fire. 

The 10 the King left Zeiſ# ( which lyes 
within 2 leagues of Utrecht ) where he had 
lain 8 days, and went back to encamp be. 
tween Rhenes and Fageningen. The Duke of 
Luxembourg went to the Camp before V- 
trecht to command that Army , which M. 
the Marquis de Rochefort left to follow the 
King ; which Army was found to conliſt of 
between 15000 and 16000 men. 

The 11 in the morning , the King went 
and encamped in the Suburbs of -r»hem, 


the Government of which , together with 
thoſe of Arimegen, the whole Iſle of Betaw, 
and Grave, he beſtowed on the Count ae 
Lorge , with a penſion of 1000 Crowns 
monthly, M, de Txrenne, who had march d 
| with his Army towards Grave, came to wait 


- | on his Majeſty ſoon after his arrival , and 


| having aſſiſted at the Council which was 
| held, returned and lay at Nimegen, The 
| weather which had ſome days threatned a 
| change, at laſt became very fowl, and from 
this day forward , rain , wind , and cold did 

3 as 
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as much trouble us, as if it had been the 
middle of :Winter, titl we returned again 
into the Climate of Fraace. This ſtormy 
weather was very favorable ro many Towns, 
which otherwiſe would certdinly have been 
taken as others had been. 

The 12, the King left Arnhem, and having 
paſſed the Rhine , over a Bridge of Boats 
made for that purpoſe a little below the 
Town, marched through the Iſle Betaw , and 
paſſed the Wahal alſo upon a Float over 
againſt Nimegen , where he lay that night. 
All the former night and this day we wrought 
hard in making a Bridge, to paſs over the 
Army, Artillery, and Baggage, but not being 
able to finiſh it time cnovgh, one part of 
the Army was forced to ſtay in the Iſle till 
the next day. Monſieur de T wrenne left Nie 
meren betimes in the morning, and went 
to Grave , where he found his Army paſ- 
ſing the Mewſe, over a bridge of boats which 
had been, made above the Town, and the 
Marquis de Ranes met there a part of the 
Regiment Colore/ of Dragoons , which had 
ſtaid there for the defence of the Place, 
whilſt the reſt were gone to joyn with the 
Count de Chamilly's Army, which lay beyond 
the Buſſe, between that Town, Hexfden and 
the Fort Crevecenr , at a place called V!- 
wen, As ſoon as the whole Army had = 
ſed | 
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| ſed the River, we march'd on and went tv 
| encamp at Berge», which is within three 
| leagues of Grave. 
We muſt not forget to let you know, 
| that Grave, though it be but a little Town, 
yet is one of the prettieſt, pleaſanteſt, ſtrong- 
| eſt, and cafilycſt defended places, that I 
. have ſeen, It is ſituated on the right bank of 
| the Mexſe, which does very much ſtrength - 
[4 enit on that fide, and on the other ſide it 
| hath a preat marſh, always full of water, 
which makes it inacceſſible at all times, be. 
ſides it hath excellent Fortifications, and in 
So0d repair, but above all a orcat Horn- 
work very well ſecured with a covered way, 
which goes to the very Gate, with excel- 
lent Ravelins, beſides a good Counterſcarp, 
and a Pallifado which is but newly made, 
and 1s in very .good order, and irons Bul. 
warks : ſo that I may truly ſay that 1 have 
not ſeen in Holland a prettier Town, better 
in order , or in a likelicr condition to defend 
it ſelf, It hath been often taken and re- 
| taken, the firſt time was in the year 1586, 
when the Prince of Parma beſiedged it, and 
had it ſurrendred to him upon Articles; and 
then it was again retaken in 1c02, by Prince 
Mawrice of Naſſau, and ſince hath conti- 
nued in their poſſeſſion, 

The 13 , becauſe of the Bridges not being 
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time enough in readineſs the day before, the 
King kept at Nimege», whilſt the reſt of the 
Army all that day paſs'd over from the Iſle 
of Betzw. Monſieur de T arenze paſſed from 
Bergen in the morning , and encamped at a 
Village call'd Hempe/ , within a league of 
the Buſſe, and half a league from Crevecexr, 
and immediately ſet his men to work about 
making a bridge over againſt his Camp, 
and at the end of the bridge rais'd a Redout 
to keep the Enemy from putting any ſuc. 
cours into Crevecemyr , which he intended to 
behege, 

The 14 the King left Vimegen, and march. 
ed towards Grave , where he paſſed the 
Mere , and encamp'd on the left fide of 
that River, Monſieur de T xrenne went and 
view'd the Fort of Crezecenr , and though 
news came that the Inhabitants of Bommelle 
had ſent to the King to capitulate , he not- 
withſtanding ſent a Trumpet to ſummon it, 
M. de Montanuban advanced on the other fide 
of the Byſſe with 4000 horſe, The weather 
began to make the Country almoſt unpaſ. 
ſable ; the cold, rain, and wind grew very 
troubleſome, ſo that we could hardly find 
the Cauſſeys, though there be no going any 
where elſe, the whole Country being nothing 
but marſhes and dikes. , 

The 15 his Majeſty left Grave, and came 
within 
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within a league of Bzxre/, a little Town near 
the Buſſe, but of very great importance, be- 
cauſe it commands the Sluces , which either 
| keepin, or ler out the waters, all over this 


part of the Country. Bur at this time they 
had no great need of them , the rain having 
already ſo plentifully fallen, that all about 
the Town was overflown , which hinder' d 
us from beſieging it, as we before deſfign'd. 
The Bridge which Monſieur de T wrenne 
| had ordered tro be made over the Menſe, 
for communication between his Camp and 
the Iſle of Bommelle , was now finiſhed ; he 
ordered 10000 Faggots to be prepared, and 
view'd the Fort again, which he found to 
be a very good one, and that it commands 
the Sluces below the Brſſe , as Boxtel doth 
above it, It hath 5 gcod and large Baſtions, 
though they be not coated : the Garriſon 
conſiited of 800 men , who might well de- 
fend the Place , which was ſecured on one 
fide by the River , and on the other by a 
great unpaſſable Marſh, and which ( had we 
not, provided againſt it by ſetting a guard 
on the paſſage ) might have kept correſpon- 
dence with the Byſſe, and been releiv'd and 
aſſiſted from thence as oft as they would. 
The 16 the King went to Boxre/, where 
he found no reſiſtance. Monſieur de T wrexne 
as ſoon as the Faggots he had orde1'd were 
ready, 
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ready , made the horſe carry them , and in 
the <7-ning cauſed the Trenches to be open. 
ed by the Regiments de Champagne, Lyonnors, 
and ce Lowvigny, who advanced them very 
far, anc raiſcd a Battery on that ſide where 
the Champagne Regiment was, whereon were 
pianrud two peices of Canon, which were 
ready to play by day break. They likewiſe 
very much forwarded another, which was 


began in the L yonnozs Regiment's quarters, to 


plant 8 peices on. The bcliedged, who were 
certainly by tke i] ſeaſon Julled a ſleep, 
and rhought it not poſſible we ſhould work 
in ſuch tempeſtuous weather, diſcharg*d not 
above 7 or $ Guns at us, which hurt no 
body. The Duke of Luxembonrg,who, as we 
ſaid , ſtaid at Utrecht with 15 or -16000 
men, encamped without S, Catharia's Gate, 
chang 'd his quarters, and paſſing the Canale 
which runs from thence to Rotterdam , 
went beyond a part of the Suburbs which 
lies on the other ſide, and encamped not far 
from the Town , between it and Naerden, 
after having defeated a party of the Enemy, 
who had ſet upon his van-Guard, 

The 17 the King reſted with all his Army 
at Boxtel, and departed not thence till he 
return'd for France. In the morning as we 
ſaid the Zyonnos Regiment's Battery began 
to play upon Creveernr, and beat down a 
Redout 
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Redout which lay on the left fide of the 
Fort toward the River, ſo that ſome $-i- 
diers which were in it were forced to aban= 
don it, and retire to their fellows 1n the 
Fort it ſelf; afterwards 100 Grenadiers were 
placed vpoa the Channel that ;comes from 
the Buſſe, to hinder the communication of 
the Enemy with that place; and a Ser;cnt 
with 20 men lodged about 3o paces from 
the declivity of the works , behind the ruines 
of a Redout, which the Enemy had quitted 
and fired ſome days before, The Grand-Ma. 
ſter of the Artillery came and brovght with 
him 16 peices of Canon, 8 cf which were 
ſent to be mounted on the Battery fi- 
niſhed the night before in the Champagne Re- 
giments quarter, The Marquis de Razes toon 
with him all the Dragoons that were in M. 
de T aremes Army after dinner , and went 
with them to the Count de Chamily's, with 
whom was the reſt of the Viymen Camp : 
this Army was likewiſe now buſied in car 
rying Faggets, to ſet upon Crevecexr on 
their fide alſo, 

The 18 his Majeſty kept at Boxtel, where 
nothing extraordinary happened. The Battery 
of 8 peices of Canon which was begun the 
night before by the Lyomnozs Regiment before 
Creverenr, was finiſh'd and ready to play by 
break of day ; and the Enemy ſoon were 
made 
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made ſenſible of it by having 6 of their Guns 
diſmounted ina little time;on the Count Cha- 
willy's tide, Trenches were likewiſe open'd , 
from w® they gave a falſe Alarm,M. de /a*Fo- 
reſt Lieutenant Colonel of the Dragoons , 
went in the morning,and cauſed all the Trees 
about the Avenues of his Camp to be fell'd 
to hinder the Enemy, who was very. ſtrong 
in Hewſden, from ſetting on him behind, but 
they attemted no ſuch thing; on the con- 
trary the Marquis de Ranes , after dinner ac- 
companied by ſome of his Dragoons,march'd 
towards them, and beat back their Guards, 
and made them retire within their Palliſado, 
on purpoſe to entice them out to fight, but 
none of them itirr'd, only ſome volleys of 
ſmall ſhot were let fly- at us from their 
works. In the mean time, the Duke of Buc- 
kingham and the Earl of Arlington , the En- 
gliſh Ambaſſadors, having diſpatch'd their 
buſineſs, took leave, and returned by Bre/- 
fels, that ſo they might require the Count 
Monterey, the Governor of the Netherlanas, 
to withdraw all the Spaniſh Forces from the 
Dutch ſervice, or upon his refuſal to de- 
nounce War againſt him in the name of the 
King of Eng/ang; and tell him that he would 
Immediately fall to acts of hoſtility againſt 
the Spaniard. Monſieur de Villacerre aC- 
companied them to be a witneſs of their 
Conference 
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Conference, and the Engliſh and French Fleet 
came up as far as the Texel, with deſign to 
land , if he refuſed aflent to the propoſal : 
but the Count de Aorterey made anſwer, 
that the buſineſs was of ſuch importance as 
he could not anſwer till he had acquainted 
his Superiors with it, and therefore deſired 
time till he might ſend to Aaarid, and then 
he would aft according to the inſtructions 
he ſhould receive thence. 

An Officer that went a pickering with a 
party of Horſe towards Breda, met with a 
party of the Enemy,and though ours was but 
30 againſt 80, he made them give ground, 
and after ſomereſiſtance wholly routed them: 
but 500 Peaſants, which had gathered to. 
gether, and ſtrongly intrenched themſelves 
endeavour'd to cut off the retreat of our men, 
ſo that they were feign to force their way, 
w** they did happily enough through their 
firſt barricado, but when they came to the 
ſecond,the caſe was altered,for the Peaſants 
had ſent to the xouted party of the Enemy, 
to bid them rally and ſet on our men behind, 
whilſt they would oppoſe them before , and 
{top their paſſage. The project took ſo well 
that they defeated our party , and though 
there were not many killed upon the place, 
| yetit fared the worſe with them that ſcaped; 
; for falling into the hands of the —_ 
there 
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there was no ſort of cruelty which they en* 
dured not from them ; but they were not 
long unrevenged,, for the King hearing of 
their barbarous uſage the ſame evening, pre- 
ſently ordered a party to go anJ put all 
thoſe Villages to tire and ſword, 

On the 19, which was the day following, 
the Chevaticr Foxril/e marched out by break 
of day with the Brigades de /a Femn/ice and 
de Roye , and 200 Dragoons which M. de 
Ranes had ſent him , under the command 
of the Chevalier de Ti/ladet , « amp maſter 
to the Regiment Co/onel , with orders to 
burn, plunder, and put to the ſword all that 
they ſhould meet;and accordingly they burnt 
and pli:ndered the Villages : but the Peaſants 
ha'ring heard of the defign , were for the 
moſt part fled, ſo that few of them fell into 
o..r hands: but being very near Zreaa, ſome 
Dragoons who were commanded to ſet fire 
at any place where they could , went up to 
the very Gates of the Town, and there 
fired ſome houſes whilſt the xeſt of the party 
' and the Korſe defended them ; this troubled 
th- Town a little, who thought 'ure there. 
u;p0n that-we were coming to beſjege them, 

The Governor of Crevecexr, finding we 
ſhou!d now ſoon be in a condition to aſſault 
the Pla-e, reſolved to ſtand out no Jonger, 
and that he might get the better conditions, 

went 
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went himſelf to make them; ſo he came forth 
and delired to ſpeak with M. de Tarenne, who 
gave order he ſhould be civilly intreated, but 
would not ſee him. He only difarmed the 
Garriſon, and becauſe we had more Pri. 
ſuners then we could well tell what to do 
with, he had them all, conducted a league 
from the Place, and there gave them their 
liberty, as he had done before to thoſe of 
Nimegen , among which he had found 500 
or 600 Citizens of Utrecht , whom he ſent 
to their own homes, 

Hinkel which is a little Fort between the 
Byſſe and Crevecear,was taken by the Count 
de Chamilly , with more eaſe then he himſelf 
did expect : for the Garriſon ether being 
frighted, or having heard that we intended 
to aſſault them, quited it after having ſet 
fire on their powder and. the houſes of the 
Fort, a part of which were notwithſtand= 
ing ſaved. 

The 20, the King, who continued ſtill at 
Boxtel , having heard of the ſurrender of 
Crevecenr , came and viewed the Fort, and 
afterwards returned, whilſt M. de Tarenne 
paſſed over the Iſland of Bowmelle , and ſent 
and ſummoned the Town which bears the 
ſame name. The Inhabitants were at a ſtand 
what anſwer to make , on one fide they 
[ound not themſelves in a condition to hol 1 

out 
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oiit a long Siege , and deſpaired of being 
relieved; they hkewiſe ſaw that many Towns 
berter fortifica and Garriſon'd then they, 
had rot been able with all their ſtrength to 
defend themſelves; and that all the Country 
round about them was already in our poſ. 
ſe(ſhon ; but on the other ſide alſo they re- 
membred that they had formerly born up 
againſt all the fury of 25000 Spaniſh foot, 


when their Fortifications were by no means 


in ſo good a condition as at preſent : and 
bel'des a certain little Collonel, who had 
before been in Nimegen whilit we befiedged 
it (and who would have ſtill been among 
the reſt of our Priſoners had he not been re- 
leaſed ) and was afterwards made Governor 
of this Town , thought himſelf engaged in 
honour of which he had much bragged to 
M. ae T urenne, not ſo lightly to yeild upa 
Place of that impottance z3 wherefore we 
were forced to ſet on them , and as we came 
before the Place , the Guides brought M. 4 
T -enne ſo near that a Cannon bullet, which 
had been ſhot from the Town, fell juſt at 
tis feet ; but that hindered not our proceed: 
ings, we therefore went and encamped at 


Steljt,, which is a little Village lying uponF 
the River , within Canon ſhot below thef 


Town. 


Whil 
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Whilſt the Kings Quarters were prepa- 
ring , ſome attendants, having retired them= 
ſelves into a certain grove to refreſh them= 
ſelves till a houſe ſhould be appointed them 
for their Maſter, perceiv'd the ground had 
lately been turn'd up there, which gave them 
the curioſity to ſearch if nothing were hid- 
den underneath , whereupon one of them 
felt with his ſword , and finding ſome re- 


| ſiſtance, uncovered the place before ſome 


Officers that were then come thither, and 
there found 28 dead bodies newly kill'd , 
piled one upon the other, divers of which 
thoſe Officers knew to have been our horſe, 

The Count de Chamilly left Vlymen, and 
went over with his Army to Monſieur de 
T urennes Army at Hempel ,and in the mean 
time order'd the fort of Hainkel to be 
ſlighted, 

' The 21 about 10 in the morning , the be. 
ſieged in Bommel, who from the top of their 
works could eaſily fee that we were en- 


| camped upon the River, ventur'd out of 


the Town, without any oppoſition, fill*d a 
Fregate,which carried 4 or 5 pieces of Canon, 
with Soldiers,and coming down the River cre 
we were aware of them, arriv'd over againſt 


{ our Camp, where they landed and made a 


diſcharge of their muskets and Canon 


| loaded with ſmall ſhot , amongſt our Tents, 


by 
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by which they kill*d ſome few of our Ca- 
valiers, and many of their horſes: thereupon 
ſome of our men made up to them, and 
our foot beating them back to the River ſide, 
ſhew'd them ſo much vigour and courage 
in the Skirmiſh, that they retir*d to the 
other ſide of the River, which is out of 
Musket ſhot..They came back however two 
or three times to diſcharge jagain , but were 
ſtill repulſed , though not without difficulty 
and the loſs of ſome men; for the Marquis 
de Ranes having got between the Town 
and thcm at a place where the River is much 
narrower , forc'd them to ſtand one of our 
diſcharges , which they did , but not to be 
behind hand with him , anſwered it with 
their Muskets and Canon charged as he. 


fore; ſo that one Dragoon loſt an arm, and | 


another a leg, But as ill fortune for them 
would have it, the fire caught in their pow- 
der room, and ſo fired one end of their 


Veſſel, whereupon 7 or 8 of them for fear | 
of being burnt , flung themſelves into the | 1 
water, where they all periſh'd, being cither F 


drown'd or killed by our men, who were 


skirmiſhing on the ſhore, this accident fright- 
ed them ſo, that from that time forward | 
they dared not venter out, At the ſame time F 
Monſieur de T'wrenne ordered Faggots to be | 
made, and ſent a Trumpet to ſummon the 


Place 
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Place once again, the keſiedged let him in, 
and went to counſcl , which laſted 5 or 6 
hours, wherefore M. de T arenne ſent M. 
Baleroy , a Captain of horſe, with another 
Trumpet, to enquire what was become of 
the firſt, the Governor deſired M, de Bale. 
roy to come in, which he did, and they af. 
ſured him they would ſurrender , beſeeching 
him to deſire M. ds Taree to ſend Articles, 
which he thereupon preſently did. In the 
mean time, M. de $. Abre, who was Lieu- 
tenant general that day , not to looſe any 
time , cauſed Faggots to be carried, and 
way made for the Canon, which he brought 
forward, and when night drew on, he be. 
gan to open the Trenches, but proceeded 
not far in them , becauſe the beſiedged ſent 
back the Articles fign'd. 

An hour or two after dinner, a Frezate 
with men to put into Bommel, came up the 
River from z/orcam,( or Gorcurm ) but having 
| been made more cautious by what happen'd 
| in the morning, we had you a Corps de 
| Garde on divers places of the Banks, ſo that 
| they could not paſs, and were forc'd togo 
| back as they came, after having made a 
diſcharge or two of their Muskets and Ca- 
non charged with ſmall ſhot. By which a- 
| mongſt others poor M. Clodore ( whom we 
| | had occaſion to mention before, for _ 
Il z tne 
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the Capitulation at Grave, and the kiſtory 
of whole life was known to many) was kill'd, 
one half of his head having been taken off, 
Atlength, the Place being yeilded up in the 
evening, one Monſieur 4” E ſpagne was made 
Governor of it the next morning, and there 
were put into it 4 Companies of Switzer; 
and the Regiment de /a Ferte for a Gate 
riſon, 

Bommel is a great Town, ſituate ( as we 
ſaid ) on the left bank of the wahal, 3 
leagues above Gorcam; its ſituation is very 
advantagious both upon the account of the 
Wabhal, which defends one fide of it, and of 
the Marſhes which encompaſs it on the other, 
and which are ſo deep that one can neither 
undermine nor keep Trenches lalg—open 


before it. Its Fortifications are likewiſe good, | 


and the Hollander who have made 1t one 


of the Keys of their Country , have not þ 
forgot to keep them in repair , but made its F 


preſervation one of their cheif cares. It is 
ſarrounded with good Cortin's, Baſtions and 
Towers, a double Rampart, and a double 
ditch. It was beſiedg*d in 1599 for the 


Spaniard by Don Franceſco de Mendoza high | 


Admiral of Arragm, who after many ſtra- 
tagems, at laſt vented all his fury upon this 
Place , which he beſieged with 30000 men, 


but was notwithſtanding forced after a fort- | 
night's ; 
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night's ſtay to raiſe kis Sicge. By which we 
may judge of the ſtrength and conſequence 
of this Place, 

The 22, after a Garriſon had been put 
into Bommel, the whole Iſland became ſub. 
ject to the King, the Forts of S. Andrew and 
of wornes being already poſſeſt by our Dra- 
g00ns, Monſieur de Trenne departed hence 
with his Army , and came back to Hempel, 
where being to march through the Town he 
din'd, The Artillery by reaſon of the bad 
ways having not been able to keep pace with 
the Army , came behind under the Convoy 
of the Dragoons. Thoſe who had been drawn 
out on the 19 to fire the Villages, whoſe 
Peaſauts had beaten and ſo barbarouſly uſed 
our party, returned after having routed 100 
foot and 50 Maiſtres of Breda , which they 
met with, Monſieur de Montauban was made

The 24 the King called a Council of 
War, at which he himſelf was preſent, as 
he always uſed tobe; and it was there re- 
ſolved, that after his Majeſty's departure, 
( who intended to return and refreſh him.

The ſame day the Duke of Neubourg came 
to Boxtel to give his Majeſty a viſit , and 
Monſieur de T arerne's Army leaving Hempel, 
advanc'd rowards Beerlicos within 2 leagues 
of the Kings Quarters, and remain'd there 
till after his Majeſty departure; whom M. de 
Tarenne left not till then, At the ſame time 
the Spanih Troops in the Hollanders ſer- 
vice,having heard of the Propoſals which the

ton were going to make with Count Aon- 
terey , and knowing that the Spaniard was 
not in a condition to maintain a War of that 
importanceas he was thrcaten'd with upon 
refuſal, pack'd up bag and baggage, and 
made themſelves ready to depart, upon the 
firſt orders to that purpoſe , which they 
doubted not but they ſhould ſpeedily receive. 
Some perſons whom we met in our march 


told us they went every day to the Buſſe, 
I 4 and 
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and afſur'd us they had ſeen the ſaid Troops 
there , who were very weary of the ſervice, 
and complain'd much of their ll diet and 
pay. 

The 25, the King after having treated 
the Duke of Nexbourg, had him out to view 
the Troops that belong'd to his perſon, and 
ſome others that were then with him , and 
in the evening when he came back , he 
let us know that he would be going the next 
morning for France, and accordingly gave 
order that all things ſhould be in a readineſs 
for his departure againſt that time 

The ſame day he committed the Govern- 
ment of Lorraine to the Marquis d? Roche- 
fort. 

Monſieur de Tmrenres Army reſted at 
Beerlicon , and the Count du Lnde Grand- 
Maſter of the Ordnance left it, and came 
to Boxtel with a part of the Artillery, which 
was to follow 'the King, Some few days 
after , the Marquis de Ranes General of the 
Dragoons , and the Count de Guiche Lieu- 
tenant General of the Prince's Army, came 
thither likewiſe, the King having order'd 
them to follow him into France. 

The 26 in the morning, the King de- 
parted from Boxrel , and- came 'to lye at 
Borkel, which is a great Abbey of white 
Fryars in the way from Boxtel to Tongrer.

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His Majeſty lodg'd in the Atbey , but al. 
moſt all the Court was forced to. encamp 
about it, becauſe there were very fe houſes 
thereabouts. A great part of the Regiment

|{ The 27 in the morning, the King left 
| Birkel , which lies in Brabant , and within 
{the Territories that belonged to the Hol- 
lander, and having palled by Berirger, which 
jis a little Town in Lzege, went aud lodg'd 
'a league b-yond that Town. 
| The 28 in the morning, the Light-horſe 
{which had hitherto accompanied the King, 
Lreturned to joyn with M. de Tarenne's Army, 
| which had not yet diſencamped ; his Ma- 
: jſty came toa little Village calied Lewve,

was ſent to Maeſiirk, with another Convoy, 
The King in the middle of thisday's Jour. 
ney met Monſieur Vanbran with 2000 horſe, 
a 1000 of which he left with his Majelty 
to guard him beyond Binche, and: returned 
with the rcſt to M. de- T arenne's Army.

ently humbled the haughty States, 

and left a general coniternation all 0. 
ver their Country, which made his very 
name formidable to the ſtouteſt of them, 
took his way for France as we before men=

His abſence a little rais'd their ſpirits, ſo 
that they ventur'd out of their Intrench» 
ments and march'd towards Woerden, Croa- 
rembourg, and ſom other ſmall Towns,which 
we had left ungarriſon'd only upon pro- 
miſe of their Fidelity, not judging it neceſ- 
ſary to beſtow Garriſons on them, that 
did of neceſſity fall into the Hands of him 
that was Maſter of the Field. They put 
ſome Forces into them, and poſſeſs'd them 
awhile quietly enough, and it may be we

()* invincible Monarch having ſuffici- 
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as todrive them out, had not the Prince of 
Orange delign'd to make Incurſions into the 
liberties of Utrecht, and to uſe Woerden as 
his retreat.

ed the Army near Vrrecht, and now permit. 
ted it toreſt and refreſh it ſelf, glad to find 
an opportunity. of doing ſomething for his 
Kings Service, took the Field, and ſtreight 
march'd to Croanembourg, where (the Horſe 
upon notice of their deſign, ſecuring them.

fore he commanded thoſe that were with 
him to march on toward the beſieged place, 
whilſt ke went poſt to Vrrecht, where he or.

dered the Marquis of Genlzs to take all the 


Horſe he had, and ſome Foot, and follow F 


after with all poſſible ſpeed, ordering 2000 ||

atly,becauſc the danger being great requir'd 
a like remedy, Theſe Orders were given 
meſt prudently, and if they were not ac- 
coraingly executed, I can give no reaſon for 
it; but this I can certainly affirm, That the

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Duke, being impaticnt till be got to the E. 
nemy, left all theſe Forces to be brought af 
ter by Monſieur de Genlzs, and put himſelf at 
the head of thoſe he had ſent before, when 
he firſt receiv'd rie news of the Siege ; and 
the other 2000 Foot which he found ready, 
reſolving with this ſmall party to fet upon 
the Enemy, and venture all, rather then ſuf. 
fer the place to be loſt fo under his noſe, with- 
out ever attempting any thing to ſave it. 

It muſt be acknowledg*d that this Enter- 
prize was ſtrangely hazardous, and the 
happy iſſue of it beyond belief. For it 
ſcem'd morally impoſhble , thar our party 
ſhould ſwim over a River, and the Cauſeys 
being as good for the Hollander as ſo many. 
Rampires and Gabions ; that they ſhould 
rout an Army ten times as numerous as their 


| own, and win a Fort from thein furniſhed 


with five Intrenchments well flank'd and 
pallizado'd. Yet notwithitanding all this , 


| the Duke of Luxembeonry ha ving ſtaida ltitle 
| for Monſieur de Gerlzs, and as long as was 
| convenient to prepare himſelf for an attaque, 
| began to ſet on the Enemy, who in ſpite of 


all his courage, and theirs that he command- 


| cd, beat him twice back ; but at the third 


Onſet , the Marquis de Meilly gave the reſt 
a good example, by leaping into the Water 
up to his middle, which made many Offi= 
cers 
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cers and Voluntiers, and at laſt the whole 
party todo the like, and ſo they paſled over 
upon the very mouthes of the Enemies 
Guns, and got within their Intrenchments, 
which they were glad to quit and betake 
themſelves to flight, as their laſt and beſt re- 
fuge. 

The Count de 1a Mark in the mean while, 
who as I ſaid before, was ſtill ready to re. 
ceive the Enemy if he had aſſaulted the 
place, or to ſally out, if he ſaw any like. 
hood of being aſſiſted, being aware of the 
Duke of Laxemboargs arrival and attaque, 
loſt no time, but ſallyed out in perſon, and 
fellin amongſt them like Lightning, killing 
many with his own hand , and being very 
well ſeconded by thoſe that followed bim, 
who had before tryed the Enemies Courage 
in a Sally that 400 of them made at the be- 
Sinning of the Siege, in which, driving the 
Enemy out of a part of the Suburbs where 
they had ſheltred themſelves, the better to 
make their approaches, they fired it,and beat 
the Enemy out of three Intrenchments 
which they had made to hinder any allies 
from the Town, The M. of Bozs Dauphin 
was killed in this firſt ation, with fix 
other Soldiers, So all their Intrench- 
ments, Banks, Canales, Sluces, Forts and 
Re- 
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Redouts,wherewith they had fortified them- 
ſelves, and all their Canon, were obſtacles 
too weak to keep us out, for they were pre- 
ſently quite routed, and the Prince of 0. 
range himſelf was forc'd to put all hopes of 
ſafety in the fleetneſs of his Horſe. But he 
was fortunate cnovgh , not to be of the 
number of about 500 who were taken, and 
800 ſlain ; amongſt which were the Sicur 
Zuleſtein, who had been Tutor to the Prince 
of Orange, and Colonel Bzs his Steward 
with 2 other Colonels, 3 Licutenants, and 
about 70 or $0 Officers, beſides a great 
many that were*drown'd, and whoſe num- 
ber could not be certainly known, but may 
be gueſt at by thoſe who were ſince taken 
up at divers places; which among the relt, 
amounted to 50 in one little Canale, 

Their flight was too ſudden for tnem to 
think of any thing but ſaving their lives, 
wherefore all their Baggage and Canon, 
which were nine Pieces, three of which 
were on Batteries againſt the Town, and the 
reſt within their Intrenchments, againit any 
ſuccor that might come to relieve it, fell in- 
to our hands, Theſe were all put into the 
Town, ana will be made uſe of to repulſe 
the Enemy again, if they dare ever attempt 


As 


any thing againſt it, 
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As there are no Roſes without Prickles, 
nor great Pleaſures, which have not either 
accompanying or ſoon following them ſome 
alloy of ſorrow, ſo this ſtrangely fortunate 
ſucceſs, could not be attain'd without ſome 
loſs of our ſide, Weloſt in the Action ma- 
ny Soldiers, and among the Perſons of Note 
were the Count d- Meilly, the Colonel to the 
Normandy Regiment, and who commande1 
the Foot in this Service, the Sieur de 1a Tl- 
hays his Lieutenant, a Gentleman of Nor- 
mardy, and the Sieur de Parville Tibout, 4 
Volunticr of Normandy likewiſe , in the 
ſame Body. The M. de la Meylleraye, Co- 
lonel of the Piedmont Regiment. M. de Lar- 
diniere, Lieutenant Colonel of the Navarre 
Regiment, and the Chevalier de Boxfflers, 
Colonel of the Regiment Rojalof Dragoons 
were dangerouſly wounded ; beſides divers 
Voluntiers who did wonders. 

As the ſucceſs of ſo perillous an Enter. 
priſe could not bur be very glorious to the 
Duke of Luxembourg, ſo upon that account 
it did reward it ſelf ; but neither prov'd it 
leſs advantagious to him, then glorious. For 
the generous Monarch, for whoſe ſervice it 
had been undertook, no ſoorer heard of it, 
but with many Commendations beſtow'd on 
him, He preſently thought how he might re- 
compenſe it; and beſides a great ſum of 

money 
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mony, ſent the Duke a Commiſhon to be 
Captain of his Guards, in the ſtead of the 
Marquis de Lauzun Pegmilain, that he and 
all Men might thereby ſee, That no Man 
ſerves him for nothing, That whatever is 
done for him, is preſently follow'd by its re= 
compence; and, Thathe better knows how 
to reward Virtue then puniſh Vice, 

This firſt Eſſay of the Hollanders, for the 
execution of which they had taken all poſh. 
ble care, and done all that might aſſure them 
of a good event, ſucceeding ſo ill, was not 
however altogether uſeleſs to the Prince of 
Orange ; who being made more cautious by 
his 111 ſucceſs, reſolv'd from henceforward 
not to venture any thing, nor make the leait 
attempt where he was ſure to find any great 
oppoſition, The States likewiſe began to 
diſcover how unſeaſonably they had put him 
upon this Siege. Wherefore, that he might 
not be forc'd to be always doing nothing, to 
which he was here reduc'd by the Duke of 
Luxembourg, who was ſtill at the heels of 
him, as ſoon as he took the Field. He thought 
he might do ſomthing to more purpoſe, if 
leaving Holland he went toward Liege, Ci- 
ther againſt Tongres or Foyquemont , which 
| wereneitner fortified, nor like to be ſuccor'd 
| by any Army that lay near them : for M. de 
Tarenze was march'd after the Imperial and

whoſe Fortifications not being yet finiſh'd, 
would more cafily be taken.

ſent ſome to take knowledge of the Poſt, and 
in the mean time gave intelligence of it to 
the Duke of Lyxembourg , who was very 
glad of the news, but however expected the 
return of thoſe who were gon to take an ac. 
c0::11t of the place; who ſoon returning, cr-7- 
f1:9'd almclt all that the German Fugitives 
had related, Hereupon the Count de Say/r 
received the Order which he had deſir'd of 
marching thither ; he had given him to that 


cad 300 Men of his own Regiment, andF 


200 nat of that of Caſtelnan, 50 Dragoons, 
and as many Horſe, with Commiſſion only 
to take all the party that were guarding that 
paſlage, and not to venture, for fear of þe- 
ing loſt in going to the Enemies Quarters. 
The 15 of November was the day which 


confer'd on him the glory he gain'd. in this} 


_— 


enterprize, He ſet out about 3 of the clockÞ 


aftcr dinner , having at leaſt 100 Refor- 
mades 
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made . Officers that follow'd him as Vo- 
lantiers z and the firit thing he did, was to 
ſend'a Captain of his Regiment to go be. 
fore and ſecure the Avenues, that no intelli. 
gence-might be given to the Enemy of the 
march, But he was but juſt got beyond a 
place called Lexmende when he ſaw the Ca. 
ptain return, who brought word, That the 
Enemy had certainly ſmelt the Deſign, be- 
ins ſince they were ſent, the number of the 
party was encreas'd, and they had made up 
a Barriere before their Intrenchment, where 
they had plac'd ſome of their new comers, 
whom he had ſeen relicv'd by others, and 
that the outward Guard ſeem'd to confiſt of 
about 10 Men, 

This newsencreas'd the joy of our brave 
Commander, who now ſaw, that though he 
was confin'd to do nothing but carry away 
all that guarded that place,yet he now ſhould 
carry away at leaſt twiceas many ; and that 
if heafterwards march'd on to the Enemies 
(}uarters (as he intended) he ſhould with 
more eaſe maſter them, ſince they had weak- 
ned themſelves by ſending this party to the 
others aſhſtance, Wherefore he command- 
ed the ſame Captain, with his Company,to 


| take only their Swords and leave their Fire- 


arms behind, that ſo they might, if poſſhble, 
make the other party yield without _ 
[ lea 
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leaſt the Alarm ſhould be thereby given. to 
the Enemies main Quarters. This was ve. 
ry well contriv'd, but the party proving to 
be Horſe (which he knew not of his Scouts, 
who ſaw none of their Horſes) ſome of 
them gave noticeto the reſt time enough for 
them (who had recciv'd very conſiderable 
ſuccors upon the intelligence they receiv'd 
2 hours before of the Deſign) to prepare 
themſelves to receive us. 

So great an alteration was enough to have 
ſent the Count back as he came, but it did 
only heighten his courage, who thought 
himſelf now too far ingag'd to leave off ſo, 
wherefore ſeeing all his men defiring nothing 
more then t9 engage, he continued his 
march, and within a little while came with. 
in Piſtol-ſhot of the Intrenchment, There 
were two ways which led to it, and gave 
him an opportunity toattaque it in two pla- 
ces-at once, but one of them was hardly 
paſſable upon the account of a Sluce five or 
ſix foot deep ;-yet notwithitanding he re- | 
ſolv'd to make uſe of them both, and to that | 
purpoſe mended the other a little firſt, and 
then immediatly commanded the Grenadi- 
ers toadvance and cut down the Palliſados; 
but they not being able to perform it, becauſe 
of their thickneſs, he commanded the Offi- 


cers to climb over, which ſucceeded ſo well, 
that 
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that the Enemies, after a ſhort reſiſtance, be. 
took themſelves to flight, and gain'd their 
aarters where they ſtaid not long ; for ſee- 
ing themſelves purſued , they ſtole away 
without any noiſe of Drum or Trumpet , 
though they were 1000 or 1200 Men, 

It muſt be confeſs'd, that as the Enemies 
were always very vigorouſly ſet upon, ſo 
was their Cowardize extraordinary, other. 
wife it had not been poſſible 1200 Men 
ſhould ſuffer themſelves to be routed and 
beaten out of a Fort, which on one fide was 
ſtrengthned by a great Canale that ran at 
the foot of it, and on the other by two 
rows of ſtrong Palliſado's 7 Foot high, a Pa- 
rapet Canon proof, 8 foot high, with two 
pieces of Ordnance, which they had plac'd 
there upon notice of our Deſign; beſides 3 
Fregats upon the Canale, who with their Ca- 
non were to defen'l the Intrenchment, 

The Marquis of Caftlenaw, who was one 
of the Voluntiers, after having kill'd three 


| with his own hand, in the heat of the Action 


had his hand lifted up to have done as much 


| toa fourth, but was prevented by a Musket- 


ſhot, which ſo ſhatter'd his Arm, that it was 
fain to be cut off; and afterwards, notwith- 
ſtanding all the Chirurgions care, gangrend, 
ſo that hedyed of it ſome days after at T- 
trecht and was much anne by all, as wy 
2 (© 
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of the moſt couragious and brave Men we 
had : but his death was ſoon reveng'd by 
that of him that had ſhot him, and 5o© of his 
Companions , which were killed on the 
place, and 100 more who were taken : the 
Fire deſtroying the reſt of them. 

The ſame day being the 15**, the Marquis 
de Monſſis, Colonel of the 2nucens Regiment, 
having been order'd to go and beat up a par- 
ty of the Enemy Quarter'd near Weſep, 
went accordingly with 300 Men, drawn out 


of the Garriſon of Naerden; but he found Þ 


no body, for they had retir'd upon notice of 


his march, ſo they fired the Village which F 


they had quitted. 


At the ſametime the Enemy took a fanſie Þ 


to attaque a place in Frizeland,whether they 


went with 5009 Horſe and 300 Foot, and 


not having bcen able to ſurprize it as they 
hop'd, they laid ſo formala Siege to it, that 
it laſted too long to their misfortune. For 
the Marquis Reinel, Camp-maſter to a party 


of Horſe of the Confederate Forces, hear- Þ 
ing of it, got together all the Men he could Þ 


in haſt, and went to its relief , where he 
broke through their Lines, getting into the 


Av th 


Camp among them, killed many, routed the Þ 


reſt, and gain'd all their baggage. 
The Elector of Brangenbourg, their Pro- 


tector, had no better fortune then they, be 
the 
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the Imperialiits that he had with him, 
Monſ:cur de S ainfandanx at this time Fora. 
ging about the Country with 20 or 25 Mai- 
ſtres, was betraid by a Peaſant who was his 
Guide, into the Hands of a party of theirs, 
conſiſting of 800, where after a long and 
brave reſiſtance, he was at length over- 
| power'd by numbers, wounded, and carry. 


.þ ed away Priſoner. This was done before 


any Declaration of War from that Elector, 
but this act of Hoſtility was not long with- 
; out Reprizals. Monſieur T'arenne hearing 
they had left 100 Horſe for the Guard of the 
{ Bridge, by which they had paſs'd over the 
Main, ſent 150 Maiſtres of the Rings houſ- 
hold, under the command of Monſieur 
* Brizac, Lieutenant of the Life-guards, to 
| take cognizance of them, and diſcover whi- 
| ther what had been done was out of ſome 
} particular grudge to M. Saint/ſandonx, or that 
* they intended an open War. He went ac. 
| cordingly, and having found the Bridge 
| guarded as he had been informed, advanc'd 
towards the Commander in chief, and after 

having ask,d who they were for, demanded 
free paſſage, which was granted him : after- 
* wards hedemanded Quarters in the neigh- 
| boring Houſes, whereupon the Officer 
told him, That being there was not ſuf. 


ficient room to quarter both parties 1n, 
x there 
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there was no reaſon he who had firſt taken 
up the Quarters ſhould be turn'd out of 
them; this ſatisfied him as to that point, he 
having no deſign toquarter there, wherefore 
M. Zrizac ask*d him if he would ſend for 
ſome Wine, ſaying, They muſt needs drink 
a Bottle together : but the German ſmelling 
a delign of making him ſpeak more 1m his 
drink then he was minded to do row he was 
ſober, replyed, He had already drunk his 
Mornings draught ; and that if they muſt 
needs drink to one another, it mult be at a 
diſtance : whereupon Monſficur de Brszac 
commahded his Men to advance, faying , 
Why then you are not our Friends ? and fo 


iell on and defeated them. - A part of whom | 


were kill'd in the Encounter, and the reſt 


were either taken, or ſaved themſelves by | 
flight, ſo that our Men became maſters of | 


the Bridge ; but Monſieur Brizac having had 
no order to keep it, came back with his 
party, 

The keeping of this Bridge was of main 
conſequence to the Duke of Branaenbonrg, 


both upon the account of his Intereſt and Ho- Þ 


nor : it being the way by which he was to 


retire, in caſe of ill ſucceſs; and he having F 


brags'd and promis'd ke would maintain it. 


Wherefore, having been told by thoſe who | 
had fled, that they had been defeated by one | 
only | 
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only Squadron, imagining we ſhould have 
kept the ſame poſt, he ſent 2000 Men to 
take it from us ; but we ſaved them a labor, 
becauſe we thought it not worth keeping. 
But it ſeems they were not of our mind, 
for thoſe 2000 Men ſtrongly entrenched 
themſelves at the end of the Bridge, and ſet. 
ing a ſtrong guard there, diſpo&d of them. 
ſelves as well as they could in the Quarters 
thereabour, but with order to be ever vpon 
their guard, becauſe they foreſaw that as 
long as Monſieur Txrerne lay ſo near them, 
he would not fail frequently to viſit them. 
They were not out in their conjectures, 
for Monſieur Tarenne having had notice of 
| their being his neighbors, two days after 
| their return thither , and imagining they 
Þ were come thither with a deſign not to for. 
| fake the place without engaging, took with 
' him the Kings Houſhold, and march'd to. 
; wards them with all ſpeed, to take cogni. 
| Zance of them himſelf, being reſolv'd once 
more to beat them from that poſt. 

He had not march'd far, when being yet 
above three quarters of a mile ſhort of the 
7 Bridge, paſſing thorow a Wood he met the 
4 Count 4d Onak, a near Kinſman to the Duke 
of Brandenbourg, who being out upon a de= 
J ſign of Fetting intelligence , hearing ſome 
| Dogs which had follow*d our party, and 
L 4 were 
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were hunting in the Wood, he follow'd the 
Cry till he came near our Van-guard, and 
hearing a noiſe of Men and Horſes, came 
on towards us, but found other kind of 
Hunters then hc was aware of, for he ſoon 
perceived they were our Troops by- their 
marchins in rank and file ; he came up to us 
notwithſtanding very reſolutly, and having 
ask'd who we were for, let fly at us firſt; 
who- returning the ſame ſalute, wounded 
him in five or fix places, whereof. he dycd 
on the place curſing and ſwearing : part of 
his followers, which were 15 or 16 in all, 
were taken Priſoners, and the reſt fled to 
the Bridge, where they put the whole party 
in ſuch a fright, that M, Tarexze at his arti. 
val found it deſerted. 

Theſe were the worthy Exploits the Hol. 
lander and their Partizans perform'd at 
home, whilſt the Prince of Orange rang*d a- 
bout in the Country of Liege, with intent to 
ſurprize ſome place on that ſide, ;He went 
td ſet upon Liege it ſelf, but ſtaid not long 
beiore it; but becauſe Torngres, and the Gar: 
. riſon there had done him much miſchief, he 
had a great ſpight atit, and was alway fra. 
ming ſome deſgn againſt it, Aﬀter the ta= 
king of Faugzemont, he reſoly'd to beſiege it 
in good earneſt; and it was in his ngarch to. 
wards it that we left him but now, and therc- 
fore 
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fore we will now purſue our diſcourſe of 
him, and ſee how his deſign ſped, But if 
we would have found him before the Place, 
we mult. have return'd ſooner, for though 
he came thither with intent to fit down 
before it , yet Count Mari made the pro- 
ject miſcarry., who ( ſeing though the Place 
was not over well fortified, yet the Garriſon 
in it was very ſtrong , and might defend 
themſclves very long , and coſt a great many 
lives to winn it, M. de Mortal being in the 
Place, who doubtleſs would maintain it to 
the laſt), adviſed him not to purſue the de- 
ſign any farther, 

This advice which was well grounded , 
ſuggeſted to them another more likely pro- 
ject', and the iſſue of which would be of 
much more conſequence, Monſieur Afortal 
being now inT ongres , whether he was come 
and had brought, with him a great party of 
men to reinforce the Garriſon, made them 
judge Charleroy , whoſe Governour he was, 
and out of which he had drawn thoſe men, 
might eaſily be gained, both upon the ac. 
count of the Governours abſence, and thin- 
neſs of the Garriſon , which they imagin'd 
was much weakened by the party that M. 
de Montal had thence carried with him to 
Tongres : upon theſe grounds, they reſolv'd 
to beſiege ut, and gave Count Afonterey 

notice 
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notice of their deſign, to oblige him conſi- 
dering the importance of the Place, to ſend 
them more Forces ; which, it ſeems , he too 
carefully and zealouſly did. For he unfurniſh- 
ed many of his Towns to make tp a body of 
1 6000, which was dire@ly contrary to the 
Treaty at the Pyreneansand Aix la Chappelle. 

The 15 of December the Count Marſir, 
who commanded that Body , went and fat 
down before the Place in expectation of the 
Prince who was to follow with his Army. 

In the mean time the Sieur de Aontal 
being inform*d of the deſign by ſome pri- 
ſoners, and by 5o Marſtres, whom he had 
ordered to follow the Enemy at a diſtance 
and obſerve their motions, ( though he could 
hardly beleive they would venture upon ſo 
great and difficult a buſineſs ) yet'fent intel- 
ligence of it to the Court ( as they alſo did 
from Charleroy) withal defiring a Commiſ- 
fion to return, and get into the Town; which 
he immediatly prepared himſelf to do, 
without ſtaying for orders, ſo ſoon as he 
ſhould be ſure they were reſolved upon the 
Siege of that Place. 

The 16 Monfieur de S. C/a a Brigadier 
of Horſe , hearing of the ſame deſign at 
Meaeſrick, where he then was, went thence 
accompanied by the Siears de $, Sylveſtre, 
and 4 Arty Captains of Horſe , the __ 
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ae Labadie, V ignart , de T rexil Lieutenants 
Levigny and Magny Cornets , and Lopair 
and Emperexr Quarter-Maſters , together 
with 5o other Horſc, and brovght the con. 
firmation of this news to M. de Aontal at 
Tongres, ofiering him withal , to accompany 
him in his deſign of getting back into the 
Town; he accepted their profer , and with= 
out any farther delay, diſpos*'d himſelf to 
ſet forward the next morning. 

The 17 he ſect out about 10 in the morn- 
ing, as he had appointed , accompanied by 
the forementioned Gentlemen and their 50 
MMaiftres , beſides 60 more which he had 
brought along with him to Toxgres , and 
marched all day and all night, intending to 
get thither the next day , whatever it coſt 
them. In the mean time, the Couriers, who 
had been ſent with the news , making all 
poſſible ſpeed , arriv'd all three one after 
another to Verſailles , were their Majeſties 
then were, 

The news they bronght , was ſo extra. 
ordinary , and it ſeem'd ſo improbable that 
the Prince of Orange ſhould come into Fland- 
ers to beliege one of our principal Places 
there, that had not all the 3 Couriers ſuc= 
ceſſhively confirmed what had been related, 
of the Count Monterey's drawing out 15000 
or 1600, men out of his Garriſoas, and 

ſending 
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ſending them to begin the Siege, the Conricrs 
wovid have been laught ar as mad men, 
rather then belciv'd ; beſides that after all, 
there was another reaſon that added to the 
improbability of it , which was the viola. 
tion of the Treaty , wi.ich after this Count 
Monterey could not excuic, They were not= 
with:canding beleived , becauſe they all ſaid 
the ſame thing, and the King thereupon that 
ſame night ſent the Marquis of Lowwors thi- 
ther in poſt, and ſent orders to the Marſhal 
d Humieres, who was at his own eſtate near 
Compiegneto goimmediatly to Liſle, of which 
he was Governour, and there to expect 
farther orders. As M. de Lowvoys is a man 
of excellent conduct and foreſight in mana- 
Sing bulineſs, fo is he indefatigable when 
their is necd of diſpatch , he therefore ſet 
out at midnight as ſoon as he had his orders, 
and having ſent to the Chevalier de Nogent 
to accompany him, went by Peronne, and 
thence to Athe, The Marſhal 4 Humieres 
likewiſe though he had kept his bed three 
days before, being tormented by the Colick, 
ſet ot immediatly for L:ſle. As to Monſieur 
ae AMontal, he took the ſame way along the 
Cauſſey, by which the Enemy had march*d 
before him, that ſo he might not be diſco. 
vered : he had not marched above 5 or 6 
hours, before he overtook ſome of the _ 
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of their Army loitering behind , all which 
he ſtrip'd and hamme-ſtring'd their hories, 
that they might not follow nor give notice of 
his march, 

The . 8 before day he came pretty near 
the Enemy, 1500 or 1600 of whoſe foot 
were mes. 8 a Village call'd Perruts, 
and all the hor{®who conveyed them were 
diſpoſed of in other Villapes along the Cauſe. 
ſey, as far as Giblow ; all theſe he paſſed 
without being diſcovered, but coming nearer 
Charleroy, was aware of other Troops, whom 
to avoid he was forced to turn out of his 
way , and fetch a compaſs on the right hand 
to gain the Woods. 

All this was don in the night, and at day 
break he arrived within fight of their Camp, 
but there made a halt, not being willing 
to appear till their guards were releiv'd, leaft 
when he would have forced his paſſage, all 
the whole Army ſhould be upon his back, 
which ſucceeded as he could have with'd, 

The firſt body of Men he came at, after 
coming out of the Woods, was a Regiment 
of Spauiſh foot, amongſt whom he intruded 
ſo far, before they were aware of it, that 
though they began to ſuſpect him , yer they 
dared not give the Alarm, but on the con- 
trary ſaluted him civilly , and he returned 
them the like, . 
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If Monſieur de Montal had found all the 
Spaniards and Hollanders of the ſame oblig. 
ing and civil temper, he would certainly 
have ever after commended their good 
breeding , and found no uſe for the ſwords 
which he and all his party carried ready 
drawn under their cloakes. But that would 
not be, for as he came near a Glaſs-houſe 
where a great many were quartered, as well 
as in all the out-houſes thereabouts, ſome 
body having ſpied their naked ſwords, cryed 
to Arms, ſaying they were Enemies, and V 
thereupon they ſhot at them from every part, 
becauſe they ſtill marched on, not minding 
what was don; but by this time the Alarm" 
was every where ſpread, and it was time|{e 
for our men to think of defending them-[f! 
ſeives , which they did ſo much th more|*0 
eaſily becauſe the Enemies Horſe-guard ,|0 
which conſiſted of 150 Maiftres, and were M 
poſted between the Town and Camp had|Wl 
newly unbridled their horſes, ſo that not lik 
above 70 or 8 were found ready, who came[S#: 
upon us and were molt of them killed, a.|Þu 
mongſt whom was he that lead them call'dÞ0 
Floris Xajor , who was in great repute a-f1s 
monegſt them. 13 or 14 of our party wereſfhc 
either killed or taken , whom we ſtaid notfa

We therefore pre- 
4 | fently gain'd the Town, in number 100 horſe, 
s | beſides the Officers, and got into it on Bruſ- 
Fo ſets ſide, where at our coming M. de Montal 
4 | found every one doing their duty, and ve 
ſe | watchful againit any thing the Enemy ſhould 
11] attempt. 
ie The Place was cloſe beſet by the Enemy, 
6 who lay within Carrabine ſhot of it, yet 
1d | without attemting any thing upon the out- 
re, | works : The truth is M. ge Franclien , the 
ng] Rings Lieutenant in that Place, who com 
-m{manded in cheif during the Governors ab. 
ne{ſence, had done every thing that was poſ 
n.|fble, and applicd all imaginable diligence, 
reſto put all things in the beſt poſture that 
d could be, in caſe they ſhould be atraqu'd, 
ere[Monfieur Deshonnars, a Brigadier of foot, 
1ad]who by good chance had ſtaid there, did 
not{likewiſe much contribute to it, as did the 
melSiewr Terrade, an Engincer , who took on 
a.|him the care of the works : ſo that every 
112g]body ſtrove who ſhould ſhew moſt zeal for 
 a.|Þis Majelty's and their Country's ſervice, 
-exeſfnere being no body who deſerv*d not much 
notFommendation on this occaſion, 
ave] As ſoon as Monſieur de AMontal was ar. 
; inFived he took care that all things ſhould be 
0 | ordered 
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ordered to the beſt advantage, an4 finding 
that the party of horſe which he had brough: 
with him , might be very ſerviceable to him 
againſt the Enemy, and likewiſe very trouble- 
ſome to the Place if their Forrage began to 
fail , he ſent out 50 of them to defend 150 { 
Musketeers , commanded by the Siewr Des-f *© 
bonnars,, whillt they ſhould get together all 
the Forrage they could find all along the 
$ ambre,in the moſt remote houſes, this was 3 f 
houres doing, and had been ſooner perform*d 
had not the Enemy ſtrove to oppoſe it, and| © 
ſo hinder*d our mca from returning ſo ſoon 
as otherwiſe they might. And yet we loſt fa 
nothing by the bargain, for our men beat] *©! 
the Enemy on this occaſion from a Poſt 
whica they kept with a conſiderable guard 

of horſe and foot , and killed many of them, _ 
we looſing but 2 Soldiers in all the Action, Fl 

Whilſt all this went on ſo gloriouſly, e: 

very body was ſeveraly employed in thq* 
Town, M. de ontal betook himſelf to dif. dor 
cover the deſigns ofthe Enemy, and havin 
obſerved a Battery which they were raiſin, 
upon a riſing ground that lay before the tw(* 
little ponds, where the works chanced nc 
to be coated, nor quite finiſh'd ; he judg' 
they would make their cheif attaque on th 
ſide,” which made him particularly provid|*"©Y 
for the ſecurity of that quarter , that 
mig 
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might defend it to the laſt. Now Monſieur 
de Fraicliexynaving before foreſeen how the 
butineſs would go, had drawn a traverſe 
acrofle the whole length, which though it 
was not yet quite perfected, yet was forward 
enough, to be capable of ſheltering thoſe 
Soldiers , which M. de Antal immediately 
commanded to be placed there , together 
with ſome horſe which were ordered to take 
up their ſtation in the ditch , which was not 
fenc'd with Palliſados, that they might have 
the freer paſſage in and out.* The Sjewrs de 
Franclieu and Desbonnazs placed themſelves 
where they thought they might do the belt 
ſervice in their own perſons. 

But the Enemy, who by this time diſco. 
vered from their Camp, which lay very near, 
that they ſhould not eahly carry the Place, 
began to flinch , and abate much of their 
fory ; ſo that the night following, inſtead of 
aſſaulting the Town, as they ought ro have 

done, they diſcontinued their Battery , fo 
|that- on the 19 in 1he morning Monſieur de 


- 1 /fontal obſerving this, reſolved to ſend out 


will his Horſe , with orders to fally ont upon 
die high ground that lay towards Bruſſels, 

and to line the Counterſcarpe , and out- 
works with all his Muſqueteers, that ſo 


rig CY might get ſome priſoners, This ſuc- 
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ceeded according to his wiſh , and indeed 
all was ordered with admirable courage 
and conduct. Twenty Horſe were firſt ſent 
out, who falling in with the Enemies out. 
guard, enticd out their main Guard con- 
fiſting of 150 Horſe, commanded by the 
Baron of S. 7ohn, with three Colours; but 
Moufieur de S. C/a, who was ready with 
all the recft of the Horſe upon the firſt 
onſet to follow and ſecond them, came juſt 
in time to fall on thoſe who came in a 
oreater number to releive the Enemy ; he 
utterly routed them , killing many , among 
which was the Szewr de S. Fcan, who re- 
ceived two mortal wounds : there was 
a Lieutenant , and ſome others taken pri. 
ſoners, and carried into the Town, whilit 
the reſt of our men retreated leaſurely to. 
wards the Counterſcarp, on purpoſe to draw 
on the Enemies that way who purſued 
but faintly, but were ſet forwards by the 
Prince of Vaxdemont , and the Count of Log- 
24gnies, Who hearing the Alarm which had 
by this time been ſpread over their whole 
Camp, were come to their relief , with 
many others of the moſt conſiderable per-| 
ſons in their Army, ' | 
They came near enough to receive a ſq} R 
ſite of ſmall ſhot from a ſmall party af =e 
our! 4) 
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our foot , which hurt many of them, and 
a diſcharge from our Canon , which plaid 
ſo well that many of them were cut off 
by ir, and among others 3 Cornets , one 
of which belonged to the Prince of Orange's 
Guards ; the Prince of Y axdemont loſt his 
horſe and his heel , which had like to coſt 
him his life; and they were all ſo roughly 
handled, that they afterward kept at a great- 
er diſtance, and not dared to make any ap- 
proach, though we did all we could to in. 
vite them to it, but on the contrary they 
placed a party of foot behind their Horſe- 
guard, to ſecond them , in caſe we ſhould 
fally out again, 

All this while our indefatigable King , 
whom neither the time of the year, nor the 
ill weather , nor any other difficulty could 

ql Ever fright , being accuſtomed to expoſe 
L himſelf to as many dangers as if he were 

© a private perſon , reſolved to go himſelf to 

F provide for the defence of the Place, and 
| the Queen being ſenſible how impatient ſhe 
ſhould be of his abſence , if ſhe could nor 
conſtantly hear from him , reſolved to £0 
| as far as Compiegne , that ſhe might 

c, | nearer him 3 ſo their Majeſties the ſame day 
| a, left Verſailles, and weut to $, Germain i 
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The 20 was ſpent at the ſame place in 
Siving order for their Majeſty's progreſs. 
The Enemy before Charleroy , whether it 
were becauſe they began to be ſenſible that 
they ſhould looſe their labour, if they ſtaid 
any longer, or that they apprehended ſome 
delign againſt them from Monſieur Low 
vors , Who was at Athe, giving orders for 
every thing that might any way inconve- 
nience them, or from the Marſhal 4H#- 
mieres, who was there likewiſe, and had 
by this time gathered together a body of 
15000 or 16000 men , or that they had 
intelligence of the Duke de Daras his march- 
ing with all ſpeed towards them ; whate 
ever it was I can't determine} but they be. 
gan to prepare for a retreat , and without 
offering to ſtir a foot forward, whatever 
fallies-we made upon them, were content 
to ſtand on their own defence, 

All this while Monſieur de ontal not 
knowing of cheir deſign, and underſtand- 
ing they had ready great numbers of Fag- 
gots and wool packs , and 2000 Barrels, 
beſides all other neceflary's for making an 
afault , kept all night on the Guard, and 
tin'd the C ounterſcarps as thick as he could, 
that they might be well defended. 

The 21 their Majeſties continuing 1n 
their 
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their firſt deſign, the King for Charleroy,and 
the Qucen for Compeigne, teft St. Germasn 
in Laye, and went and lay at the Lowvye in 
Paris, Monſieur de Montal, who had all 
the night been upon the Watch, expecting 
that the Enemy ſhould attaque his Out- 
works, or open their Trenches, was fru. 
ſtrated in his expectation ; for betimes in 
the morning, Count Aarſin ſent away all 
his Wool=packs, Baskets , and Sacks to 
put Earth in, together with twenty pieces 
of Canon, and two Morter-pieces , to bc 
carryed back to Nam. 


The 22. their Majeſties went and lay at 
Verberye, which is a great Village almoſt in 
the mid way between Sezles and Compeigne. 
At laſt the Enemies rais'd their Siege, and 
about day.break all their Troops, both 
Dutch and Spaniſh, diſcamp'd and march'd 
off; the Hollanders going by the ways of 
Marchienes au-pont , and Fontaine-l Eveſque 
towards Binche, which they attaqu'd as 
they came from the Siege of Charleroy ; and 
the Spaniards towards . . . . . 
where the Prince of Orange, Count Marſon, 
and ſome other Gererals met, and after. 
wards march'd towards Rennel, FViennotte, 
and other places, and then departed every 
one to their ſeveral Quarters: and among 
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the reſt, Fifteen hundred Foot, and ſome 
Horſe, which had been drawn out of A4ac- 
ftricht, rerurn'd thither, 


The 23. Their Majeſtics arriv'd at Com- 
piegne,which the King intcuded to leave and 
paſs on further, according as he ſhould hear 
from the Courriers ; but thoſe who arriv'd 
that night, bringing news of the Euemies 
retreat, made him change his mind ; but 
being likewiſe told of the Hollanders fitting 
down before Zinche, he reſolved to ſtay 
there till he could furtner ſee into their de- 
ſpns, 


The 24,25, and 26, their Majeſties reſt- 
ed at Compiegne, and talk'd not of ſtirring 
thence, becauſe of the return of the Dutch 
Forces to Zinche ; their Majeſties were not 
willing to go back thence, till the Dutch 
were retir'd from before that place, which 
at laſt they did, after having beat down the 
Gates of it as a mark of their fury. 


The 27, whilſt the Hollanders venter'd 
their laſt ſtake before Bznche, the Duke of 
Luxembourg left Utreebt, taking with him 
Two thoutand Horſe, and all the Foot he 
cou!d make, and went to Foerden, where he 
would not itay, but made his Men march on 
all 
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all night, intending to ſet upon Bodengrave, 
which was the Hollanders refuge, to which 


they us'd to retire, when ever they had ill 


ſucceſs, as to an aſſur*d place of ſafety. So 


that the next day, in ſpight of the Thaw, 


the Snow, the Bogs, and Canales, in which 
he many times had like to have been loſt 
with his whole Army, he came in good time 
to a Village call'd els, where the Enemy 
was quarter'd,and had caſt up two Intrench- 
ments, which ke eaſily forc'd, with the loſs 
of one only Soldier , who was kill'd by one 
of five'or lix ſhots, which they made be. 
fore they betook themſelves to their heels. 
From thence marching along a Dike, which 
made his march much eaſier then it had been 
hitherto, he met with ſix hundred more at 
a Village call'd Swammerdam, where they 
were entrench'd in allthe Houſes, from the 
windows of which they were very 
liberal of their ſhot , and port-holes for 
Canon, which were many. He attaqu- 
ed them at two ſeveral places , at one of 
which the Count de Sazlr, chief Brigadier 
of the Army, commanded in chief ; and at 
the other, the Marquis ds AMonſſy. And 
becauſe there were two Bridges to paſs, 
which were guarded by the Enemy, the Sol. 
diers of their own accord, without being 
commanded , leaped into the Water, and 
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waded through it to beat them down, fhew. 
ingin ſuch a voluntary aCtion much of their 
courage and zeal; and ſo much the more, in 
that the Encmy made a very reſolute opp0- 
ſition to their Deſigns, inſomuch that they 
had like to be worticd, had they not been ſc- 
conded by a party that was drawn out to 
that purpoſe, and advanc'd to skirmith the 
Enemy, which they perform'd ſo well, that 
they forc'd them to retire into the Houſes of 
the Village to their Companions, where the 
Count 4c Sarlx got almoſt as ſoon as they ; 
and notwithſtanding all their Shot, forc'd 
the Doors of all thoſe Houſes, and made 
himſelf maſter of them. The Duke of 
Luxembourg immediatly commanded them 
all to be fired, not ſparing ſo much as that 
of the Prince of Orange, in which many 
Men, Goods and Cattel were burn'd, to 
bereveng'd of him for aſſaulting the Caſtle 
of Marimont, one of the Kings Houſes of 
Pleaſure, which had been yielded him at the 
Treaty of Aix /a Chapelle, 


After ſo many Toils, Perils, and ſo much 
Execution donc, one would have thought it 
would have been but reaſonable to give the 
Soldiery alittle reſt ; and truly had they de- 
fired it, they could not in rcaſfon have been 
denyed it, But it is to be admired, _ 
tne 
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the Soldiers march'd on of their ownaccord, 
till they came to Bodengyave , where they 
found not that reſiſtance which they expe. 
Cted, for the Count Koningsmark had quitted 
it with all his Troops. 


At Compeigne their Majefties being certifi. 
ed of the Prince of Orange's retreat, reſolv*d 
to return to St, Cermarns, 


The 29. Orders were given at Compeigne 
for their Majeſties departure, and prepara- 
tions made to ſet forward on the 3 1. 


The Duke of Luxembourg, who ſtaid a- 
while at Bogengrave, to give his brave Sol. 
diersa little rcit and refreſhment, found him- 
ſelf neceſſitated to march on yet further : 
for being inform'd that ſome of thoſe whom 
he had routed the day before, had not dar*d 
to ſtay at Niverbarg, and by their fright ſo 
infected all thoſe that kept the Garriſon 
(which was moſt advant giouſly fortifyed) 
that they had all forſaken it; he thought 
himſelf oblig'd to march thither : where at 
his coming he found no living ſoul, only 21 
pieces of Canon, 8 of Iron, and 1 3 of Braſs 
fell into his hands, which he ſent to-Boder- 
grave, to be ſecurd by his Foot, which were 
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leftthcre, the Horſe and Dragoons having 
been all letc at rpoercen. 

Aﬀter this, the Prince of Orange took his 
way homewards, havins had as ill ſucceſs in 
Flazdeys and the Country of Liege, as in 
Holland, And becauſe Monfeur de Dur. 
lay between Tor Tres and C harleroy, and had 
poſſett all the ways by whica the Prince was 
to return, he was ſorc'd to go a great way a- 
bour, to avoid mecring any of the French 
Forces, which he dreaded above all things. 


The 31. their Majeſtics left Compiegne a- 
bout 9 in the Morning, and came that night 
ro Senlis, from whence they went on the 
firlt of _ 1673, after the Queen had 
been at her Devotions, and lay that night at 
the Zowvre io Paris, from whence they went 
to St, Germain en Laye. 
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
